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MRS. HENRY DE LA PASTURE, THE LUCKIEST OF THE NEW ENGLISH AUTHORS.

[ ONDON, June 17.—Perhaps the 


most interesting mew personality in 
the literary world of London today 
ig Mrs. Henry de la Pasture. She had 
aiready published four novels, each of 
which outran its predecessor by an edi- 
or two, but it is her latest work, 
“Peter's Mother,” which has brought her 
epddenly into general notice. It was pubd- 
shed in February, went into a second 
edition in two weeks, and has averaged 
@ new edition every three weeks ever 
since. Furthermore, the author Ras not 
only dramatized the book hergelf, since 
then, but has placed the dramatic rights 
with one of the most successful manag- 
ers in London, 
But; perhaps, the most significant fact 
of all concerns a little charity play that 
was given here in February. Mrs. de la 
Pasture is a rich and fashionable wo- 
man, and when she wrote a liftle com- 
edy to be given by amateurs for a fash- 
fonable charity, the newspaper critics all 
had to go to it. The custom with tho 
weary critics in such cases is to write 
polite nothings, or to treat the play with 
gentile satire. But those who went to 
scoff remained to praise, and we were in- 
formed by all and sundry the next day 
that by some miracle a society ama- 
teur charity comedy had been written 
that was actually and seriously worth 
seeing, even from a critic’s lofty view- 
point. The play was called ““‘The Lonely 
Millionaires,’ and was stage managed by 


Ox “sthe author, who took ere of the leading 


roles. The cast was headed by the earl 
of Alfamont. The success of the pro- 
duction resulted in a little flood of offers 
from London managers for a new play.

But the nobility 
of the family is recognized in England 
“nd given place in the official records of 
foreign titles. 

Mrs. de la Pasture is an amateur ac- 
tress of much renown, having played in 
the oldest and best known amateur clubs, 
the Old Stagers at Canterbury, and the 
Windsor Strollers at Wiridsor. .For many 
years past she .has played—and often 
written the play hers@f—in Lord and 
Lady Clifford’s annual theatricals at 
Ugbrooke park, one of the finest noble- 
man’s places in Devonshire. She wrote

Theodoré Kremer and the other Ameri- 
can playwrights who go in strong fur 
stage realigm must look sharp, or Cecil 
Raleigh will get ahead of them. Raleigh, 
who is the author of those famous Drury 
-Lane melodramas. “The, Great Ruby,” 
“Hearts Are Trumps,” and ‘The Price 
of Peace,”’ always has been great on 
“accuracy of detail’’—and incidentally on 
advertising—but he has just eclipsed him- 
self by rehearsing a play on a railroad 
track. A much used track, too, over 
which trains were passing every ten min- 
utes or 80. 

Raleigh's play is called “The Diamond 
Express™ and ‘fs to be given at the Lon- 
don Coliseum. One of the scenes shows 
an attempt at train. wrecking, and it 
is this episode which the playwright got 
permission to rehearse on the line of 
the Southeastern and Chatham railway. 
Perhaps it ought to be mentioned that 
the first performancé of “The Diamond 
xpress” will be for a worthy charity, 
which is probably one reason why ‘he 
Southeastern. and Chatham Company 
proved so complaisant in the matter.

Sondon, June !7.—There have heen 
learned blacksmiths besides Elihu Bur- 
‘itt, the famous American one,~ and 
léarné® masons and cobblers even, and 
various other humble callings have been 
associated with echolarly fame, but until! 
Walter Hunt was discovered the other 
day, one never had heard of a learned 
chimney sweep. Certainly Mr. Hunt can 
claim to be the first member of the 
sooty brotherhood who. ever published a 
book. It was that which led to his heing 
found out. “Are We a Declining Na- 
tfon?” is the title of the work. There 
ean be no doubt that much learning 
and ‘patient research has been involved 
in its composition. It is brimful of quo- 
tations from and references to Latin and 
Greek authors and modern physiological 
experts and bristles: with statistics ‘and 
figures. But it is not the sort of hook 
that attracts the average reader. It is 
hardly tikely that copies enough will be 
sold to. justify Mr. Hunt in abandoning 
chimney-sweeping. for authorship. How- 
ever, that does not bother him much. 
Such devotion as he has shown to learn- 
ing fs never inspired by the mere desire 
to make it pay. 

He {ts 48 years old, short of figure. 
gray-haired and gray bearded, but stil! 
strong and agile. For thirteen years he 
was a sailor In the British navy. Then 
he came ashore and for a few years wns 
attached to the London fire brigade, all 
the members of which are required to be 
ex-satlors, because that is stipposed t4 
afford a guarantee that they are apry 
on their legs and good climbers. 

In the Fire Brigade. 

{t was while in the fire brigade that 
the thirst for knowledge seized upon 
him. Up to that time, as he acknowl- 
edged, he had not differed much from the 
ordinary man who earns his living my 
manual tdi. But when the thirst had 
ones grippei him he found that thers 


/was no getting rf of ® He had to 


gratify it or submit to having life made 
a grievous burden to him. It was that 
he might find opportunities for study 
that he turned chimney-sweener. At 
first. glance It would seem that he could 
hardly have. selewted a calling more f}!- 
suifed fo the cultivation. of scholarly 
tastes. But Hunt knew what he was 
about. He had his eye on the treasures 
of the British museum. They are ac- 
cessible only to those who can conduct 
their researclies by daylight. At night— 
which is the only time when most folk 
who have to work for a living can find 
leisure for study—the great reading room 
is closed. Therefore Hunt decided that 
he would earn his living by some work 
which would give him plenty of daylight 
leisure. Becauge it is such unpleasant, 
messy work, and personal contact with 
a chimney-sweep is objectionable to 
them, most folk insist on having their 
chimneys swept before they turn out of 
bed. As a rule the chimney-sweep’s 
day’s work is done before~ that of the 
average business man begins, It was 
that consideration which made Mr. Hunt 
‘turn chimney-swep. 

He settied im a back street of Streath- 
am,.one of the districts of London, where 
most Of the inhabitants are fairly Well 
of and. don't neglect their chimneys. 
Age soon as his work was done he would

London, June {7.—After a delay of 
many years one of the most famous li- 
braries In the world has been removed 
from a situation, where it was practi- 
cally useless and a source of perpetual 
dangers, to one where students will be 
able to utilize it to the best advantage. 
The library in question is the historfe 
Marciana collections at Venice, which 
was founded by Petrarch, and which 
since the time of Napoleon I has been 
housed in the Doge's palace. The new 
repository of the library, which consists 
of over 200,000 volumes, is the Palazzo 
della Zecca, or Palace of the Mint, close 
to the square of St. Mark.

Petrarch determined to bequeath his 
books to Venice, “and thereby found a. 


great and famous library, like those of 


olden times.” Tie poet's wishes, how- 
ever, were not respected fully, his books 
being dispersed and only a few coming 
to ;the city on the Adfiatic. To these 
however, was added in 1468 the great 
collection presented to the republic by 
Cardinal Bessarion. The library of this 
numbered over a 
thousand Greek and Latin codexes, and 
had been got together at a cost of over 
80,000 golden ducats or $600,000. Thus 
augmented the Venetian government at 
once decided that the Marciana library 
should have a worthy home, and com- 
missioned Jacopo Sansovino to build a 
small palace for its reception. This was 
finished in 1653, and afterwards orna- 
mented -with paintings by Veronese and 
Tintoretto and with stucco work by Vit- 
torla. Here the library was installed and 
it increased hardly at until the 
eighteenth century, when from 
the houses of Contarini and Recanati 
added greatly to its volume. ~ 

It is: probable that Napoleon, upon his 
arrival, would have left the Marciana 
unmolested if he had not.coveted its home 
for an addition to fe royal palace. Ac- 
cordingly, the 60,000 books and manu-~ 
scripts, which the library then number- 
ed, were hustled out of the palace built

Not Likely That King Edward Would 
Allow English Princess to Wed 
Roman Catholic Ruler—Alfon- 
so’s Hereditary Right to 
English Throne

London, June !7.—Through his private 
seeretary,.Lord Knollys, the king inti- 
mated to several prominent newspaper 
editors. that.he would be giad if, dur- 
ing the recent visit of the king of 
Spain, they suppressed any suggestions 
that the youthful monarch was seék- 
ing a wife among the eligible maidens 
cf the British royal family. 

In consequence, nothing appeared -ir 
the London papers about matrimony 
during Alfonso’s visit. 

Anybody who knows apything of the 
considerations that -govern royal al- 
liances must. be aware that -the head 
of the most ultra-montine Roman vath- 
clic country in Europe is not likely t»s 
marry outside his own church. It would 
cause’ no end of a row if he did. 

And equally improbable is it that the 
king of England, one of whose titles is 
“defender of the faith’—and it is the 
Protestant faith of *which he is sup- 
pesed to be the special champion—would 
ever consent to the marriage of any of 
his family with aRoman Catholic mon- 
arch. And that, not because he has 
any religious scruples against such mar- 
rages, but ebcause he knows it. would 
cause a fuss. 

Probably few Americans are aware that 
under English law no English sovereign 
may wed a Roman Catholic under pen- 
alty of being deprived of the throne 
That interesting bit of legislation, which 
has never be repealed, resulted chiefiy 
from the marriage of Queen Mary—the 
“bloody Queen Mary’’—to Philip II of 
Spain, one of King Alfonso’s ancestors 
by the way. It was in 1554 that he rode 
into London “on the ashes of the reform- 
ed religion,” as one chronicler puts it.

$200,000... Behind him comes. Frederico

Both of those men have sent their chil- 
dren to the states to be. educated, and it 
is the same with many Panama -mer- 
chants. There are a number of rich fam- 
ilies here. Obaldia, the Panama minister 
to Washington, is wealthy in cattle and 
ranches; the Brandons, the bankers and 
merchants, have lots of money to lend, 
and the Meduro family, which deals in. 
dry goods and imports and exports, is 
set down as worth something like a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. 

It is such families that constitute tne 
upper circles of Panama Hfe, Their:j.

The probability that elght new counties 


will be established in Georgia by legisla- 
tive enactment at the coming session, 
which is permitted under a recent con- 
stitutional amendment increasing 
limit of the number of counties from 137 
to 146, makes interesting at this time 
the method of formation and establish- 


ment of.the present counties of the state 
history concerning 


and a brief ouline 
them. 

The question of the establishment of 
eight new counties will probably be the 


most interesting matter with which the 


legislature will have to deal at its coming 
session. There are eighten or twenty sec- 
tions of the state now clamoring for new 
counties, and only eight ere possible. On 
the other hand Theré is much opposition 
to several of these new counties which 
may somewhat simplify the difficult 
Problem with which the legislature is 
confronted. 

There has not been a single new coun- 
ty established in Georgia since the adop- 
tion of the constitution of 1877, which 
limited the number of counties to those 
then existing—!37. It is interesting to 
Mote that the first eight counties estab- 
lished in Georgia were created by the 
jegislature, or assembly of freemen, as it 
was then known, of 1777, just one cen- 
tury before the present constitution came 
into being. 

Constitutions adopted prior to that of 
1877 put no limit on the number of coun- 
ties and one or more new ones were cre- 
ated by the legislature every few years. 
Quite a large number of Georgia counties 
. Were established by what are known as 
Duthe lottery acts of 1803, 1818 and 182i, 
. aes these along with the counties formed 
Tear | to 1800 are considered the original 
OGnweees, Subsequent counties having been 
G Omef from them.

Story of the’ Counties. 

Closely following the establishment of 
these eight counties others were laid out 
and organized, the earliest among these 
being Franklin, Washington and Greene. 
These were established in (7864. Few 
otaers were organized until the lottery 
act of 1803, following which every year 
or two, with sometimes longer intervals, 
saw the establishnient of one or two 
new counties, up to the time of the adop- 
tion ef the constitution of 1877, which 
cut off any further new county mak- 
ing. * of 
New counties were in all instances ¢s- 
tablished by tae legislature, which also 
gave them their names. 

In view of the work in this connection 
which will come pefore the next legis- 
lature, as well as from a_ historical 
standpoint, a brief account of the forma- 
tion and naming of each of the present 
counties will, doubtless, prove of no 
smal! interest. There are comparatively 
few people in tne state who know where 
the Georgia counties got their names. 

In the following account there is pre- 
sented ‘briefly the date of establishment 
of each of the Georgia counties, the 
manner of its formation and the source 
of its name: 

Appling county, in the southeastern 
part of the state, named after Colonel 
Daniel Appling, of Columbia county, was 
laid out in 1818. Parts of it were sub- 
sequently taken to make up Telfair and 
Ware. 

Baker county was laid out from Early 
in 1825 and was named after Colonel 
John Baker, of revolutionary fame. 

Baldwin county was first laid off by 
the lottery act of 1803, but was not or- 
| eanted and established until 1805. Parts 
'were added from Washington, Wilkinson 
and Hancock in 1807, and parts again 
from Washington in !812 and 1826. The 
county was named for Hon. Abraham 
Baldwin, one of Georgia’s first United 
States senators and one of the founders 
of Franklin college, now the University of 
Georgia. 

Banks county was formed from Haber- 
sham and Franklin counties in 1858. It 
'was named in honor of Dr. Richard 
Banks, of Gainesville, a noted surgeon. 

Bartow county was laid out from Chero- 
kee county in 1832, and was at that time 
named Cass in honor of Hon. Lewis Cass, 
of Michigan. A part was taken from 
Murray in 1834. During the war between 
the states the name of the county was 


[changed to Bartow in honor of General 


Francis 8. Bartow, of Savannah, who fell 
in the first battle of Manassas. 

Berrien county, in south Georgia, was 
established in 1866, being formed from @ 
part of Irwin. It was named in honor of 
John MacPherson Berrien, who for many 
years represented Georgia in the United 


| States senate. 


Bibb county was organised in 1822, be- 
ing formed from Houston, Monroe and 
Wilkinson counties, and was named in 
honor of Dr. William W. Bibb. A part 
of Twiggs was added in 1833 and a part 
of Jones In 1834. 

Brooks county was laid off from Irwin 
in 1858. It was named in honor of Pres- 


(ton S. Brooks, of South Carolina, 

Bryan county was established in 1793 
and named for Jonathan Bryan, who 
come to Georgia in 1752 and was later 
commissioned by the king judge of the 
general court and appointed one of the 
royal counselors of the colony. He warm- 
ly espoused the cause of the colonies 
during the war of the revolution. 

Bulloch county, named for Archibald 
Bulloch, who was governor of Georgia 
from January 20, 1776, to February 22, 
1777, and a devoted champion of the 
cause of the colonies, was laid out and 
established in 1796. 

Burke county was laid out in 1758 as 
St. George parish. In 1777 it received its 
present name in honor of Edmund,Burke, 
the great English commoner and cham- 
pion of American liberty. In 1793 part 
of it was given to Screven, and in 1798 
another part went to Jefferson. 

Butts county was laid off from Monroe 
and Henry in 1825, and was named in 
honor of Captain Samuel! Butts, who was 
killed in the battle of Chalibbee against 
the Alabama Indians, January 27, !8/4. 

Calhoun eounty was formed from the 
northern part of Early in 1854, and was 
named for John C. Calhoun, the famous 
South Carolina statesman. 

Camden county was formerly embraced 
in the parishes of St. Thomas and St. 
Mary. In 1!777 these were formed into 
a county and named in honor of the earT 
of Camden, who, in the British parlia- 
ment so boldly pleaded for the liberties 
of America. Part of it was taken from 
Wayne in 1805 and part added to Wayne 
in 1808. 

Campbell county was 
Coweta and Fayette in (828, and part 
was added from Cherokee in 1832. It 
was named in honor of Duncan G, Camp- 
bell, a distinguished lawyer, legislator 
and advocate of the higher education of 
women. 

Carroll county was laid off in (826, a 
part set off to Campbell in 1828, ard 
portions successively set off to Heard in 
1830, 1863! and 1834. It was named after 
Charles Carroll, of Maryland, a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence.

Chariton county was Iaid off from 
Wayne and Appling in !854, and named 
for Judge T. U, P. Chariton, of Savan- 
nah. 

Chatham county, one of the eight orig- 
inal counties: established in 1777, is a 
portion of what was once called Savan- 
nah county; for in I741, by order of the 
trustees, the colony of Georgia was di- 
vided into two counties, Savannah and 
Frederica. Savannah county embraced 
all the territory north of Darien. and 
was laid out in 1758 into 8t. Philip and 
Christ Church parishes. Catham county 
was formed from Christ Church parish 
and a part of St. Philip, and was named 
in honor of the earl of Chatham, a braye 
defender of the rights of the American 
colonies. 

Chattahoochee county was formed 
from Muscogee and Tee in (854 and 
Was named for the river whose waters 
wash its western border. 

Chattooga county was laid off from 
Cherokee in 1838, and derived its name 
from its principa) river.

Clay county was formed in 1854 from 
Lee, and was named in honor of Henry 
of Kentucky, the famous states- 

man and orator. 

Clayton county was formed from Henry 
in 1858 and was named in honor of Hon. 
Augustine 8. Clayton, of Clarke coun- 
ty, judge of the superior court and mem- 
ber of congress in 1833. 

Clinch county was laid off from Appling 
and Irwin in 1850, and was named for 
Genera] Duncan L. Clinch, distinguished 
for his gallantry in the wars with the 
Seminole Indians. 

Cobb county was laid out from Cher- 
okee in 1832 and named in honor of 
Judge Thomas W. Cobb. 

Coffee county was laid out In 1864 out 
of Irwin and Appling. Kk wads named 
for General John E. Coffee, who had 
served with great credit in the war of 
1812 and was afterwards one of Geor- 
gia’s représentatives in Congress. 

Colquitt county, created from Irwin in 
1656, was named in honor of Walter T. 
Colquitt, a native of Virginia, who se<- 
tled in Georgia and who represented this 
state in congress and served as United 
States senator. 

Columbia county was iaid out from 
Richmond in 1790 and was named for

Dawson county was formed from Cher- 
ekee in 1857, and was named in honor 
of Hon. William C. Dawson, representa- 
tive in congress, United States sena- 
tor, and later judge of the Ocmulgee 
circuit. 

Decatur county was laid off from 
Marly in 1823, and was named in honor 
cf Commodore Stephen Decatur, of Mary- 
land, who distinguished himself in na- 
val conflicts with the Barbary powers 
end with England. 

DeKalb county was established from 
Henry county, in (822, and named in 
honor of Baron DeKalb, who died for 
American liberty in. the battle of Cam- 
den, S. C, 

Dodge county was cut off from Wil- 
kinson in 1870, and was named in 
henor of William E. Dodge, of New 
York, who had made liberal investments 
in 'that section. ! 

Dooly county was described in the lot- 
tery act of 1821. Part of it was added 
tc Pulaski in 1826, and part to Lee 
in 1827. It was nameg in honaor of 
Celonel John Dooly, a gallant leader 
in the revolutionary war, who was kliil- 
éci by -tories in 1780. 

Dougherty county was formed from 
Farly in 1853, and named for Charles 
Dougherty, of Athens, Ga., one of the 
state’s most noted men. 

Douglas county was laid out in 1870 
from Carroll and Cherokee, and was 
named in honor of Stephen A. Douglas, 
of Illinois, United States senator, and 
a zealous champion of the constitution- 
al rights of the souwthern states. 

Early county was laid out in 1818, a 
part set off to Decatur in 1823, and a 
part to Baker In !825. It was named 
after Governor Peter Early, who came 
to Georgia from Virginia. 

Echols county was laid out from Ap- 
pling and Irwin in 1858, and was named 
in honor of Colonel’ Robert M. Echols, 
of Walton county, a distinguisned Geor- 
gian, who died in Mexico 4uring the 
war with that country. 

Effingham county formerly constituted 
a part of the parishes o2 St. Mathew 
and St. Philip, which. were formed in 
1668. It was one of the eight original 
counties laid out in 1777, and was 
named in honor of the earl of Effingham, 
an ardent supporter of the colonies. 

Elbert county was laid out from 
Wilkes in 1790. It was named in honor 
of Colonel Samuel Elbert, commander 
cf Georgia Continentals in the revolu- 
ticn, and afterwards governor of Geor- 
gia. 

Emanuel county was laid out from 
Bulloch and Montgomery, in 1812, and 
was named after Hon. David Dmanuel, 
a brother in law of General John Twiggs, 
and who fought bravely under him in 
the war for indeepndence. 

Fannin county was laid off from Cher- 
okee in 1854 and was named in honor 
of J. W. Fannin, who, with his whole 
command, was put to the sword at 
Goliad while fighting for the freedom of 
Texas. 

Fayette county ig a portion of the ter- 
ritory acquired by the United States for 
the use of Georgia, from the Creek In- 
dians by the treaty of Indlan Spring. 
It was. organized .in 182! and named in 
ronor of the Marquis de Lafayette, the 
French nobleman who espoused the 
American cause. 2 

Mioyd county was laid out from Chero. 
kee In 1632 and was named in honor of 
General John Floyd, of Camden county, 
distinguished for his victories over the 
Indian allies of the British in the war 
of :1812. 

Forsyth county was laid out from 
Cherokee in 1832 and named in honor of 
Hon, John Forsyth, a native of Virginia, 
who came to Georgia and served as at- 
torney general of this state, represen-

Houston county was established in 1821 
and was named in honor of John Hous- 
ton, of Chatham county, an ardent revo- 
lutionaary patriot and governor of Geor-

Henry county was established in. 182!

named in honcr of Patri¢k Henry, of Vir- 
ginia, the dist‘nguished revolutionary ora- 
tor.

Jasper county was laid off from Bald- 

win under the name of Randolph in 
1807. but the name was changed to Jas- 
per in 1812 in homor of Sergeant Jasper, 
a renowned hero of the revolution.. in 
i815 part of the county went to Mor- 
gan, and in 182! a part went to New- 
ton. 
Jefferson county was laid out from 
Burke and Wilkes in 1796 -and was 
named in honor of Thomas Jefferson, of 
Virginia, author of the Declaration of 
Independence and presidemt of the United 
States.

Jones coumty was laid out from Bald- 
win in 1807 @mnd named for Hon. James 
Jones, of Chatham county. An addition 
wae made to it from Putnam in 1810 and 
part was given to Bibb in 1822. 

Laurens county was laid out fram 
Washington and Wilkinson in 1807. Por- 
tions were added to Pulaski in 1898 and 
1809. It was named in honor of lieu- 
tenant Colonel John Laurens, of South 
Carolina, aide de camp to General Wasb.- 
ington, and who was mortally wounded in 
a skimmish near Combahee, 8. C. 

Lee county was established in 1826, and 
was named in honor of Richard Henry 
Lee, of Virginia, who made the motion 
in the continental congress that the cal- 
onies declare themselves free and ina- 
dependent. 

Liberty county was one of the eight 
origina] counties formed in 1777 and was 
composed of the parishes of St. John, St. 
Andrew and St. James. The determina- 
tion of the Inhabitants of St. John parish 
to send delegates to the continental con- 
gress before the rest of the province of 
Georgia had acquiesced in that meas- 
ure, induced the legislature, when the 
county was formed, to call it Liberty. 

Lincoln county was laid out from 
Wilkes in 1796 and named in honor of 
Major General Benjamin Lincoln, of 
Massachusetts, who at one time during 
the revolution commanded the forces of 
the department of the south. 

Lowndes county was laid out from Ir- 
win: in 1825.

ers for Revenue Only. 

At the same time, what we have had to say on this subject has 
struck a responsive chord in the hearts of the real reformers, 
who, it is well known, differ-from the sham reformers by a meas- 
ure of distance as great as lies between the poles. 

‘What The Constitution has suggested—and now takes occasion 

to repeat—is that the early coming of the general assembly of Geor- 
via will furnish ample opportunity for the people of this state 
to distinguish between the sheep and the goats—betweeen the 
real reformers and those who are endeavoring just now to ad- 
vance their own selfish purposes by housetop shouting by 
means of which they seek to adorn themselves with the habilt- 
ments of refom leadership. 

The people of Georgia are’ not unmindful of the fact tha: 


o|the real reformers in the Georgia legislature have been acconi- 


plishing practical results for years. Every succeeding session 
has witnessed a forward step. While the sham reformers, ever 
with minds single to their own selfish ends, have been oftenest 
silent when most needed, the real reformers have been going ahead 
doing their duty by the state as they See it, and accomplishing 
valuable results. 

The people understand this, and it is needless to say they 
ore in no mood to listen to the Reformers for Revenue Only. who 
now seek, by inference at least, to disparage all that has been done 
ty the real reformers in the past, and by innuendo to question the 
sincerity of these men in their desire to accomplish equally im- 
portant results in the immediate future. 

The people are not unmindful of the important legislation 
which has been placed upon the statute books of Georgia during 
recent years. We have made reference to the act authorizing the 
counties to levy and. collect a tax upon railroad property within 
their borders, the same as other property, and to the franchise tax 
law—both of which contributed to the adding of millions of dol- 
lars to the taxable property of the state. We have pointed out the 
distinct and important advance step taken by the state’s legislators 
in prohibiting the acceptance of free railroad passes by the judi- 
ciary. Still other important laws—laws which meet the hearty 
approval of the people—have been placed upon the statute books 
by the real reformers. 

All this legislation for the good: of the state deserves hearty 
commendation, but there are other equally important measures 
which can be enacted into law if the real reformers are not ham- 
pered in their efforts by the Reformers for Revenue Only. 

The legislature will meet in Atlanta within a few days. As we 
have said, there are a number of measures now being discussed 
which, if good, should certainly be acted favorably upon by the 
legislature this summer rather than postponed until a _ future 
time to promote the purposes of sham reformers who seek to inject 
them into next year’s primary contest as political issues. Among 
these are: 

1. The election of railroad commissioners by direct vote of 
the people. 

2. The extension of the provisions of the anti-pass law so as 
to include not the judges alone, but the members of the legislature 
and all state officials. 

3. The domestication of the railroad companies doing business 
in this state, so as to give the state the fullest possible supervision 
of public utility corporations doing business within its borders. 

At the time the anti-pass bill passed the legislature, The Con- 
stitution expressed regret that the law was not made broader in 
its scope, for certainly if it is wrong for the judges who interpret 
the laws to accept passes, it is equally wrong for the men who 
make the laws. But the beginning was made by the last legisla- 
ture, and doubtless the real reformers in the new general assembly 
will carry this legislation to its logical conclusion.

Atlanta’s Water System. 


The report of General Manager 
Park Woodward, of the water works 
department, read Friday to the water 
board, should have the prompt and 
earnest attention of the city council, 
to whom it will be finally referred. 

Atlanta has already outgrown her 
water works system, originally con- 
sidered as providing for the expan- 
sion of many years. Manager Wood- 
ward outlines the present deficiencies 
plainly and emphasizes the necessity 
of not only correcting them imme- 
diately, but of taking steps as well to 
anticipate the demands of the future. 
Inconvenience and delay are even 
now apparent. Any unusual drain on 
the system is likely to aggravate the 
existing conditions seriously. 

It should be borne in mind, more- 
over, that Atlanta’s low insurance 
rate is due to the splendid reputa- 
tion for efficiency gained by the local 
system... The slightest disturbance 
of this status is calculated to pro- 
voke an increase in the fire insurance 
rate; an undesirable development 
whieh would affect all business inter- 
ests equally. 

The council will doubtless give to 
this report the active consideration it 
deserves.

Togo’s Victory and the Wireless. 

In all the various “lessons” which 
naval experts have picked out of the 
ruck of the Japan sea fight there has 
been little mention of the vital role 
played by wireless telegraphy. We 
knew in a casual fashion that the 
Japanese had kept informed as to 
Russian whereabouts through this 
medium, but passed it by as com- 
monplace in comparison with the 
more important demonstrations of 
the respective values of the battle 
ship, submarines, torpedo boats and 
fighting personnel. 

A dispatch form Vladivostok, scor- 
ing Rojestvensky’s carelessness, says: 
“Even the very morning of the bat- 
tle, while the buzzing of the wireless 
instruments on the Russian ships 
showed that the Japanese scouts were 
communicating his disposition to Ad- 
miral Togo.” This somewhat 
wierd image is a graphic illustration 
of the usefulness of this uncanny in- 
novation in warfare. Furthermore, it 
is confirmed by other reports which 
show that from the time he entered 
the Korean strait until his dramatic 
encounter with the Japanese, Rojest- 
vensky’s, movements were made an 
open hook to the enemy by the cé- 
operation of swift torpedo boats and 
the wireless. | 

Methods similar in principle have 
prevailed throughout the Manchurian 
campaign. Oyama and his staff have 
freely used some form of the Marconi 
instruments and doubtless their plans 
have been greatly, facilitated thereby. 
Of coursé, in its present stage, wire- 
less telegraphy is available only un- 
der auspicious conditions; and there 
is always the risk that the undis- 
criminating electric currents may be- 
tray important secrets.

YBHAR or two ago one of our 

college presidents made a care- 

ful analysis of the names pub- 
lished in “Who’s Who in America” 
for the purpose of finding the pro- 
portion of the uneducated, the com- 
mon schoo] graduates, the high school 
graduates and the college graduates 
in the list of the “distinguished men 
and women” of our country. 

He found four things: 

First—That an uneducated child 
has one chance in 150,000 of attain- 
ing distinction. 

Second—That a common school ed- 
ucation increases his chances nearly 
four times.’ 

Third—That high school training 
increases the chances of the common 
school child twenty-three times, 


chance of the uneducated. 

Fourth—That a _ college education/ 
increases the chances of the high 
school graduate nine times, giving 
him 219 times the chance of the 
common school child, and more than 
800 times the chance of the un- 
trained. 

Standing, then, with your diplomas 
in your hands, you may be sure that 
the eyes of many are on you, and 
that the world is expecting some- 
thing worth while from you. From 
the educational standpoint, you have 
just passed through the best year our 
country has ever seen. More stu- 
dents have enjoyed the training of 
the schools, the instruction has been 
better, and the world gives clearer 
call to the graduates to high service 
than ¢ver before.

“The present seems to be, in the lan- 
gauge of the diplomats, the ‘psychological 
moment’ to urge the enactment of a law 
to discontinue an evil practice of long 


standing in Georgia politics. I refer to 
the bestowal by the’ railroads of free 
passes upon legislators and other public 
officials. 

“Possibly this practice originated In a 
commendable sentiment of personal cour- 
tesy. ..But whatever itg origin, it has 
long since Outgrown its harmless inno- 
cence. For years it has’ been more or 
less an irritating issue in state politics, 
Its alleged abuse has created a feeling of 
doubt and distrust in the minds of many 
conservative citizens, and has afforded an 
ever-ready theme’ for the anti-railroad 
spleler—even tiHough his own pocket may 
not have been guiltless of a pass. 


No Public Purpose Served. 

“In no single respect does this free 
pass system serve a wise public purpose, 
Tt is essentially private and personal. 
Every non-paying passenger inereaseg to 
some extent the burden of the paying 
passengers. The cost of hauling ‘dead 
weight,’ whether it be freight or pas. 
sengers, must come out of the general 
public who pay. 

“Hew much money would be saved to 
the roads by abolishing free passes, no 
one but an expert can tell. The total 
would no doubt run high, Perhaps this 
course may prove to be the nearest route 
lo a reduction in general passenger fares, 
If so, it might have the signal merit of 
lessening the burden of the paying public 
without increasing the burden of the rail- 
road. 

“In some states jegislation of this char- 
acter has already been enacted, In Geor. 
gia the attitude of the roads has been 
quite peculiar. Scorning the suggestion 
thet free passes are used for political 
effect, yet knowing the cost in money to 
themselves, the roads have persistently 
fought and killed, so it is said, every 
anti-free pass bill that has been offered 
in the legislature—except the recent one ' 


applying to judges. 
is damaging evidence. 
“Why should the roads object to put- 
ting into their own treasurtes the thou- 
sands of dallars represented in free 
passes? 

“If public men, as is sometimes charged, 
importune for these favors for themselves 
and friends, why will not the roads per- 
mit the legislature to reHeve them of 
such embarrassing importuniti@s? What 
right have the officers of the roads to 
sive away the money of their stockhold- 
ers unless they expect some sort of 
equivalent or return? ds it possible they 
are laboring under a sense of compulsion 
~a fear of legislative retaliation? If go 
public opinion Ought to come promptly 
to their rescué. The Railway Age, in 
& recent issue, says: ‘Railway managers 
do not give awey the revenue of their 
roads unlegs they are obliged to do so.’

On the other hand, the position of

man can accept a favor, either socia 
financial, without an instinctive teres ro 
reciprocate. Every time the public in- 
terests conflict with this gentlemanly in- 
stinct, he must fight a moral battle with- 
in himself. Sometimes in his desire to 
be upright he may lean too far the other 
way, and fail to give the roads their 
just dues. How much better for a legis- 
lature to be umhampered and independ- 
ent, free to speak and vote as wisdom 
and justice dictate. 

“So common had the practice of ac- 
cepting free passes become in Georgia 
that a sensitive man may well have feit 
almost compelled not to refuse one when 
tendered, lest he thereby cast some re- 
fiection on his associates and make him- 
self an object of adverse criticism. 

“No doubt many incumbents of the 
bench were glad to be relieved from their 
embarrassment by the act of the last 
legislature in forbidding the judiciary to 
use free passes. That was a wise law. 

“Now, can any man give a satisfactory 
answer to this question: ‘If the use of 
free passes be improper by judges who 
construe the laws, how can such use be 
proper by legislators who make the 
laws?’

Solicitor General Strongly 
Opposes Proposed Divi- 
‘ glen of Western. 


_ Athens, Ga., June |7.—(Special.)—In an 
interview published in The Banner, So- 
licitor General Tribble argues strongly 
against the proposed division of the 
Western Circuit, saying: 

“IT think it is a political movement. 1 
am opposed to it because it is not need- 
ed. There are only seven counties ‘in 
the western circuit. We were not over 
fifty days on the spring round of the 
cIrcuit and en the next riding I feel 
sure we will not be over ninety days. 
Bo it is easy to see that not half of the 
timé of the judge is required to do the 
circuit work. Since there are recently 
so many city courts In the state doing 
the work originally intended for the 
judge of the superior court I believe the 
superior court circuits ought to be de- 
@eased, instead of Mcreased. There 
ought be fewer city courts or fewer su- 
perior court circuits, one or the other, 
The salary of the judge has been in- 
creased and he is employed by the r*ate 
for three thousand doilars per year and 
the state should receive the benefit of 
his services full time. The people are 
groaning under the burden of taxation to 
support the government and the pevple 
are looking to the legislature to retieve 
them of so much tax instead of Increas- 
ing this necessary burden. I certainly 
hope the people in this section of. the 
state will not allow Banks, Gwinnett, 
Jackson and Walton cut out of the west- 
ern circuit just to create new political 
fields without a protest.”

portion of the crop, which, at its best, 
will make a late yield. ‘So we shall 
probably start out from this date with 
a considerably spotted crop, and we may 
have, and probably will have, weather 
which is suitable for one portion of the 
crop and detrimental to the other, as 
the crops in the same district will be in 
different growing stages. It is a year 
where cultivation and work will tell the 
tale. The industrious, energetic farmer 
will no doubt make a good crop this sea- 
son, but thdse that. lag will find the 
yield commensurate with the labor and 
the attention they have given their crop. 
Last season, in contrast, cultivation waa 
hardly required; the weather from be- 
ginning to end was so perfect and there 
was soa little grass that any farmer, 
whether energetic or not, whether atten- 
tive or not, 
not the case this season. This is more 
of a normal season, and in view of the 
condition of the crop, conflicting reports 
from the same district may be had, and 
be based on facts. We are rather optim- 
istic on the situation; in other words, we 
hope for and expect better conditions; 
and it cannot be deied that a distinct Im- 
provement has taken place since the Ist 
instant—the greatest in Mississippi. “The 
demand for spot cotton has been enorm- 
ous. Cotten is bringing in the south from 
5 ta 10 points above July in New York, 
and is readily absorbed and shipped as 
fast as bought. Stocks are decreasing 
constantly, and holders are not troubling 
themselves about hunting buyers.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, June !7.—The New York 
Financier says: ) 

“Last week’s officlal statement of the 
New York associated banks again disap- 
petted expectations. Though. there was 
an increase in cash, loans were largely 
expanded and consequently deposits were 
augmented, hence the surplus reserve 
Was -reduced. An Increase in loans: Was‘ 
not dooked for, because it was thought’ 
probable that the average of the con- 
traction in the previous week, incident 
to the transTér of the $56,000,000 money 
from banks to trust companies, would be 
refiected on the statemept of the last 
week, and that -it would contribute at 
least to a moderate reduction in loans. It 
seems, however, that there were syndi- 
cate operations, and perhaps loans of 
foreign capital of such magnitude as to 
cause an increase in this item of $15,340,- 
000, a sum much greater than that of the 
contraction in the previous week, whep 
the loans were reduced by $11,762,000. 
The cash reserve was increased $1,495,000 
and deposits were augmented $16,452,000, 
The increase in the latter was only $383,- 
000 less than the sum of the gain in 
cash plus the increase in loans, and there- 
fore the statement made a good proof. 
The required reserve was increased”$4,- 
113,000 through the gain in deposits. De- 
ducting therefrom the increase In cash 
left $2,618,000 as the decrease in gurplua 
reserve to $7,209,500. Computed upon the 
basis of deposits, less those of $12,598,- 
600 public funds, the surplus is $10,359,- 
100. With the local money market s0 
amply supplied as it is now through offer- 
ings by trust companies and by foreign 
bankers, the latter in the form of finance 
bills and sterling and franc loans, the 
reduction in the surplus reserve should 
not cause the least apprehension, Prep- 
arations for the semi-annual disburse- 
mients of interest and dividends should 
result in large accumulations of money 
during the next fortnight. When these 
funds shal] be @istributed normal local 
monetary conditions will probably be re- 
sumed. The daily average of bank clear- 
ings for the -week was $240,000,000, a 
reduction of ‘$5,000,000 compared with 
the previous week. The clearings on Sat- 
urday. reflecting Friday’s business, were 
$221.599,.71!. Comparisons of changes in 
loans show that eight banks increased 
this item by $15,750,000 net; four institu- 
tions together contributed $18,000,000 to 
the imcrease. Six banks indicated a net 
gain of $2,500,000 cash.”’

Otherg think one 
central institution more desirable, 

“Both views are sustained by arguments 
more or less weigAty. 

“Without expressing any persona] opin- 
ion on this point, I prefer now to 
others to do this, writing at once their 
views and the reasons for them. Let us 
get at, and that quickly, a concensus 
of opinitdn.

WASHINGTON HOLDS 
PEACE CONFERENCE 


Russian and Japanese Pleni- 


polentiaries to Meet at 
National Capital, 


RUSSIA TRIED IN VAIN 
TO HAVE PLACE CHANGED 


But It Was Pointed That Japan 
Would Not Go to Europe—Nus- 
sia’s Action Likely to Have 
- Bad Effect on 

Japan. 


Washington. June 17.—The plenipoten- 
tiaries of Russia and Japan will meet in 
Washington, -despite rumors that the ses- 
sions of the peace conference might be 
transferred to The Hague. 

The authoritative statement was made 
at the Russian embassy late tonight that 
Washington was acceptable to Russia, 
and will remain so. 

Bad Effect Feared. 

Subsequent to the designation of Wash- 
ington as ithe seat of the conference be- 
tween the plenipotentiaries of Russia and 
Japan,. some exchanges were: had 
tween United States and Russia looking, 
on the.part of Russia, to a reopening of 
the question ‘of the place of conference. 
Both the Russian and Japanese govern- 
ments consented that the conference 
should be held in Washington after Japan 
had wresented to President Roosevelt 
its objections to The Hague or any other 
European capital. . The official selection 
of Washington ig regarded here final, 
so far as the matter of location is con- 
cerned. No change could be made with- 
out the conseni of Japan, and her re- 
fusaf to go « Qurope is said to be final. 

The dispatch from St, Petersburg re- 
garding the reopening of negotiations 
created great interest in diplomatic cir- 
cles, and it id said in well informed quar- 
ters that if confirmed it may have a. bad 
effect on the negotiations, and will “‘serve 
to increase the distrust which already 
exists in Japan as: t6 the sincerity of 
Russia’s intentions regarding the -confer- 
ence,”’ : 
Not Communicated to Japan. 

Russia’s request to reopen the phase 
of the negotiations regarding the selection 
of Washington was not communicated to 
Japan. The unofficial version. of the in- 
cident is that the request reached Wash. 
ington yesterday in a cablegram from Am- 
bassador Meyer. and that an answer was 
immédiately sent to Russia showing the 


impossibility of a reconsideration.” This 
government is fully aware of Japan's 


frrevocable + deterrainatinn uot to go to 


Europe,-and therefore the futility of com. 
municating Russia’s request,- It is not 
believéd that Russia will: Mmsist on a re- 
consideration, and the ‘matter is regard- 
ed as simply an incident in the negotia- 
tions.

SITUATION REPORTED. 
T0 BE SOMEWHAT EASIER 


At One Time a Severante of Diplo- 


matic Relations Seemed Likely. 
It Is Said, However, That 
There Is No Appre- 
hension of War. 


Paris, June !7.—The strained relations 
between France and Germany reached 
a culminating stage today, and for a 
time the public mind was distracted be- 
tween reports that the two countries were 
on the eve of a war that would set 
Burope ablaze ahd reassuring declara- 
tions that diplomacy still heid a firm 
grasp upon the situation. 

Fortunately the situation was 
relieved tonight after a long conference 
between Prince Von Radain, the German 
embassador to France, and Premicr 
Rowvien, which took place at the foreign 
cffice. This distinctly showed that di- 
Plomatic intercourse had not reached a 
(Moreover, it is knowa 
that exchanges between Prince Von Rad- 
olin and the French premier, which seem- 
ed on the point of breaking yesterday, 
were again brought within normal chan- 
nels, At the same time alarmist reports 
had thoroughly aroused public’ apprehen- 
sion that grave eventualities are pus- 
gible if not imminent. 

War Not Apprehended. 

The. government had not sopght to 
check a full expression by the news- 
papers of their views, and this permitted 
that section of the press opposed to the 
government to paint the situation in the 
carket colors., 

Notwithstanding pulAjic uneasiness over 
these reports, there is not the lightest 
evidence that France is profoundly 
moved, or that the people seriously ap- 
prehend war, none of the exciting scenes 
that preceded the Franco-Prussian war

The conference between Prince Von 
Radolin and Premier mvier™ appears to 
have’ been decisive In ' ing a better 
state of feeling, besides reopening pour 
parlers. France, at the outset, was no* 
disposed to accept an international con- 
ference upot Moroces, \while Germany 
was insistent. The ‘effect, ef this was to 
create a direct iseue as to whether a 
conference should be held, but that is- 
mie does! not jornger appear to De insur- 
mountable.

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TO PUSH TRIAL

Case Will be Called Before 
Judge Roan Monday 
Morning. 


When the Fulfon superior court, Judge

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Made Gomez a Gift of Koos. 
Gomez Began. Life as an 
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‘Havana, June .17.—Geheral Maximo Go- 
mez died at 6 o'clock this evening. 

“Bi Caudillo”’ (chitftdin) as the. grea*| 
leader of revolutions, was called by his. 
country, Mexico, expired at sunset in the 
presence of his family and his old time 
friend, Bstrada Palma, president - of the 
republic. 

The end came quietly ‘tn the . beautiful 
temporary home at the sedside in the 
suburb of Vedado, to which General Go- 
mez was taken on his return from Santi- 
ago. Palma, accompanied by General 
Andrade, arrived about a quarter of an 
hour previous to the death og General] 
Gomez. 

Heart Weakenéd Steadily. 

The distinguished patient’s heart had 
weakened steadily since 7 o'clock in the 
morning and failed to respond to stimu- 
lants, His real illness extended over 
farty-six days, although his health had 
been failing for months prier to that 
time. 

General Gomez originally suffered from 
debilitation of the heart and liver. Later 
an abscess developed in his hand, which 
was operated on. He rallied so_ slowly 
from this that mass meetings that had 
been arranged by the Jibera! fusionists in 
eastern Cuba in his honor. were aban- 
doned. 

The admiration of the mass of Cubans 
for General Gomez amounted almost tu 
idolatry. His death admittedly is a se- 
vere blow to any -political interest to 
Which he was allied. He wads one of the 
most radical leaders of the national 
party. He had allied himsélf with the 
liberal fusion movement, but a spiit 
came during his sickness and it was gen- 
erally thought he would have joined Gov- 
ernor Nunez and-other dissenters in up- 
holding the old nationalist organization. 

General Gomez leaves a widow, five; 
sons and one daughter, | 

Only today the secretary of the aia 
ury delivered to‘one of General Gomez's 
sons a check for $100,000, which had been 
voted unanimously by congress for the 
general’s benefit and approved by Presl- 
dent Palma. This was in addition:to tne 
$50,000 previously voted by congress.

General Maximo Gomez, who command- 
ed the Cuban forces during the insurrec- 
tion .which .breke out én: 1895 and ended 
with. the complete independence of the 
island on'May 20, 1902° wus born at Bani, 
Santo Domingo, in 1836, and came of a 
Spanish family. Hé’ began life as a caval- 
ry officer in the -Spanish army in Santo 
Domingo and served during the last ac- 
cupation of Santo Domingo by Spain. Ir 
the war with Hayti, Gomez ‘distinguished 
himself. at..the . bat tle of -Tome,-- where, 
with twenty men; he routed -a much su- 
perior ‘force of Hay tiehns. When the ‘Span- 
lards were driven from the {sland. Gomez 


went with. the Spanish: troops to Cuba} 


and for a time .was ih garrison at Santi-| 
ago. Later, disgusted at the manner inh 
which the Spanish général, Villar, treated 
some starving Cuban refugees, for whom 
Gomez had collected funds, the young 
lieutenant severed his connection with 
the Spanish army. He becamé so enraged 
at General Villar’s conduct that he struck 
the general, called him a coward and 
from that time became a bitter enemy of 
Spain, He joined ;he patriots in the in- 
surreétion of 1868 and fought ten years, 
being Cuban commander-in-chief from 
1873 to 1878, succeeding General Agra- 
monte on the latter’s death. As a guerrilla 
commander hée was unexcelled and with 
President Cespedes and Argamonte cap- 
tured Bayamo, Tumas, Jiguanj and Hol- 
guin. 


Known as the Terror. 

In Puerto Principe later Gomez was 
known as the “terror” on account of the 
many defeats he _ inflicted on the Span- 
iards. 3 

When, in 1878, Marshal Martinez de 
Campos succeeded in persuading the Cu- 
ban leaders to make terms of peace Go-, 
mez withdrew to Jamaica, and then went 
back to Santo Domingo, where he lived 
quietly on a farm until the Cuban reyd- 
lution in (895. His exploits during the 
war of independence are well known. He 
completely outgeneraled Marshals de 
Campos and Weyler, winning victory after 
victory under the most disadvantageous 
conditions and though at times a very 
sick man. 

After Cuba had obtained her indepen- 
dence there is no doubt that Gomez ¢couid 
have been elected president, but he re- 
fused to accept the nomination and would 
not enter politics and declined a pension. 
Gomez was of great service to the Ameri- 
can authorities In bringing about a set- 
Tlemen of fhe demands of the disbanded 
Cuban soldiers, who were clamoring for 
arrears of pay. In June, 1902, Gomez was 
appointed inspector general of’,the rura! 
guard and commander of all -the Cuban 
militia forces, amounting in all to about 
5,000 men. 7 

Given $50,000 by Cuba. 

In November, 1903. the Cuban gov- 
ernment presented Gomez with the sum | 
and in celebration of his sixty-seventh 
birthday. The general accepted the gift, 
but would not draw any of the money 
ugtil all the veterans had been paid. On 
June !2 last the Cuban house of repre- 
sentatives unanimously appropriated 
$100,000 for the benefit. of General Go- 
mez. 

In May last General Gomez underwent 
at Santiago an operation as the result 
of spread of gangrene in an abscess on 
his hand. For a time life was despaired 
of and his family were summoned to 
Santiago, but the general recovered sut-!

This Negro Used Knife. 

Only one arrest was made by the police 
at Griffin, the few negroes remaining 
believed to be innocent. Wilson Dennis, 
charged with stabbing one of the ne- 
groes to death, was taken Out of the 
car and locked in the county jail. The 
train was then allowed to proceed. The 
only other arrest was made by a number 
of white people at the depot at. McDon- 
ough, wheer the train stopped for a few 
moments. A negro was seen on the rear 
platform in the act of taking alm with 
his pistol at a negro in the rear car, 
and he was jerked off the platform and 
turned over to the authorities. 

Chief of Police Phelps expressed the 
opimion after seeing the interior of the 
train, that between thirty and fifty pis- 
tols must have been used in the general 
engagement, 

The police of Atlarma areengaged in 
investigating the report that one of the 
négroes was killed at the depot in At- 
lanta.’ If the report proves to be true, 
the-report of the pistol was not heard by 
the authorities at the station. It is prob. 
able that the Killing occurred just as the 
train had left the station, 

Negroes Came to Atlanta. 

Yesterday morning there arrived in At- 
lanta an excursion of’ negroes over the 
Southern railroad from Columbus, There 
were several hundred negroes on the 
train and they spent the day in the city 
quietly and without any disturbance. 
They seemed to have bought liquor be- 
fore they left, for they began the general 
rioting at McDonough, which is only <0 
miles from Atlanta. 

When’ the train reached McDonough 
pistols were ‘being fired and _ several 
fights. occurred. The -authorities at Me- 
Donough wired the authorities at Grif- 
fin: to ‘stop the train and make an in- 
vestigation. 

The Story from Griffin. 

“The rioters had grown somewhat quiet 
when the train reached here,’”’ stated 
Chief Phelps over the telephone, “but I 
never saw such havoc in railroad coaches 
before in my lifefi The windows had been 
smashed, the seats broken and the par- 
titions torn out. Men and women were 
cursing and screaming like demons, I 
found four negroes lying on the floor of 
one coach dead and two men and one 
woman were in another coach in a dy- 
ing condition. The woman was shot 
through the breast and can. live only a 
few hours. I did not learn the names of 
any of the dead and wounded ,negroes, It 
seems that pistols and knives were used 
in a genera] fight and that most all of 
the negroes were. drunk. It was. impos- 
sible to get any details of the fight, as 
the negroes were either too drunk or ex- 
cited to talk.”

SUN IS GOING 
INTO ECLIPSE 


Scientists Prepare to Watch 
the Obscuration on 
August 20, 


San Jose, Cal., June !7.—Professor W. 
W. Campbell, of Lick observatory, ac- 
companied by other scientists, will go on 
an expedition to observe the total eclipse 
of the sun which will occur August 30, 
Three expeditions will ‘be sent out by 
Lick observatory, one to Spain, one to 
Egypt and ond@ to Labrador. Professor 
\Campbell...will head the expedition ,to 
Spain, accompanied by Professor Persine, 
of Lack, and another assistant from 
| Marietta, Ohio, college. The point of ob- 
servation will be between Madrid and 
Saragossa. 

A complete apparatus, including cam- 
eras and spectroscope, will be taken 
along. It will take six weeks to get them 
mounted and adjusted, the work being 
wholly photographic. Some of the’ most 
distinguished scientists of England, Ger- 
many and Sweden will go to the above 
named points for observation. The ex- 
pedition to Labrador will be under the 
charge of Dr. H. N. Curtis, accompanied 
by Professor Stebbins, now of thé Uni- 
versity of Illinois. They will locate about 
300 miles north of New Foundland on 
the eastern coast at the Hudson Bay 
Company station called Cartwright. They 
will be assisted by Dr. Wilfred Granfel, 
the celebrated missionary among the na- 
tives of Labrador. 

The expedition to Egypt will be under 
charge of Professor Hussey, of Lick ob- 
servatory. He will have as an assistant 
Professor West, of Befreut, Syria, for- 
merly a student of astronomy at Prince- 
tion university. Another important ob- 
ject of these expeditions is to try to lo- 
cate the intramercurifal planet commonly 
called Vulcan, woich is supposed to exist, 
put has never been seen.

ber. Of all the appointments to be made, 
most interest is centered in these three, 
and in each case the applicants are nu- 
merous. 


Many Important Measures. 

The cOming session will have before it 
many important measures, a proper dis- 
position of which wiii require a close 
and earnest attention to business and the 
elimination of all junketing tours. 

(Besides the new county question, which 
will necessitate the appointment of a 
special committee, as already indicated, 
this general assembly must pass general 
appropriations and genera] tax acts for 
the years 1906 and 1907. These meas- 
ures must; of course, be passed at the 
first session, and considerable new mat- 
ter will be presented in connectruon with 
them. As a rule, the committees which 
have to deal with these measures do not 
report them until the last days of the 
session are at hand. This makes it 
difficult to get other measures up for 
consideration at this time, so an effort 
will likely be made to induce the appro- 
priations and ways and means commit- 
tees to make earlier reports, an effort 
which, however, has met with small suc- 
cess at former sessions 

Among the interesting measures which 
are sure to make their appearance early 
in «the session are those which Hon. 
Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, has introduced 
and championed in former legislatures, 
izcluding the anti-free pass bill,,appli- 
cable to all state, county and city of- 
ficials whether in the executive, judicial 
or legislative branch of the government; 
the bill to require all railroads operat- 
ing in Georgia to do so under a Georgia 
charter, which is commonly known 4s 
the bill to require the domestication of 
the Southern railway, and the Dill to 
provide a new method of assessing prop- 
erty, particularly the property of cor- 
rerations, for the purposes of taxation 
It is expected these measures will be 
among the first to be introduced and a 
harder fight than ever will be among 
the first to be introduced and a hard- 
er fight than ever will be made to secure 
their enactment into law. : 

The measure proposing compulsory 
education in Georgia will doubtless be 
as vigorously championed as it will 
be vigorously fought. 

The state university will ask for a 
specific tax levy for higher education 
fcr the purpose of raising an annual 
fund to be distributed among that in- 
stitution and its various branches, 4s 
well as to provide for a complete and 
up-to-date agrcultural college in connec- 
tion with the university at Athens. 

The state militia will ask for an in- 
creased appropriation to enable it to 
reach the required state of proficiency 
usder the Dick bill. The importance of 
this is manifest when it is known that 
under this law all commands which are 
not properly equipped by the eng of 
1607 must go out of service. 

The legislature will be called upon to 
make some proper provision for the 
rreservation of the old Georgia battle 
flags, relics of the late war, which were 
recently returned to the state by the 
United States government. 

An Important amendment of the fer- 
tilizer law, restricting the number of 
brands and simplifying the situation for 
the farmer, will be strongly urged. 

It willbe sought to enact a law pro- 
widing for the election of railroad com: 
missioners by the people, a . measure 
which has been before several previous 
general assemblies, and at one time pass- 
ec the house, but which failed in the 
senate. 

The election of county school commis- 
sioners by the people will also be strong- 
ly contended for. 

The foregoing are only a few of the 
more important measures which will re- 
quire the earnest attention of te gen- 
eral assembly. There will be. many 
others urged, including several constitu- 
ticnal amendments ‘of no little tmpor- 
tance, and altogether the coming ses- 
sion. promises to be an interesting one 
from. start to finish.

Boys Petition in Regard to 
Mercer Trouble. 


They Ask Board of Trustees To 
Give Reasons for Dismissal of

The communications and comments fol- 
low: 

“@n June the ’ Bth the following peti- 
tion was presented to the board of trus- 
tees of Mercer university. The sub- 
scribers to this document have, as yet, 
received no official announcement of the 
outcome of their request. We, therefore, 


courtesy of your columns for conveying 
to all. persons interested, the petition it- 
self, the reply of the board thereto, and 
certain carollary circumstances. it 
should there be stated that no instructor 
has in the remotest sense been acessory 
to this effort on his Wehalf; and further- 
more that despite the time limitation our 
request was accorded an enthusiastic and 
almost unanimous response from students 
and alumni, 
The Petition. 

“To the President and Board of Trus- 
tees of Mercer University: With loyaity 
to our college and to the cause of edu- 


cord, and with faith in the equity and wis- 
dom of the board of trustees, we, the un- 
dersigned, as students and alumni, beg 
to submit the following: 

“First we testify most ordially to the 
scholarship and influence of those in- 
structors who have recently resigned 
from the faculty of Mercer. This inftu- 
ene has been gracious, inspiring and in- 
formally of such a Christian oharactier 
as to entitle them to the fairest consider- 
ation before the board. 

“Second, it is our belief that a review 
of the circumstances Out of which these 
resignations have arisen’ would clarify 
the present issues, restore harmony 
among all concerned, and assure our in- 
stitution an .unbroken prosperity. 

‘™hird, we, therefore, respectfully pe- 
tition that the board of trustees recon- 
sider its action with reference to each.

colleges and high schools be in position ; 
to do the character of work justly de- 
manded of thém, 

Physics, Civil and Electrical Engi- 

neering. 

"In so far as we have been able to 
make investigations, we have found the 
work of these departments of very high 
character, An additional dynamo is -great- 
ly needed. The appropriations asked by 
the heads of these departments are mod- 
erate indeed and are absolutely essen- 
tial to the proper conduct of the work 
next year. 


The Law Department. 

“The law department has had a suc- 
cessful year. The uccéss of the two 
years’ course is fully assured. 7 wis-, 
dom of the action of the trustee#’in en- 
larging the course ig -demonstrated by 
the superior efficiency of the work and 
the steadily increasing number of stu- 
dents. The chief need of this department 
is a reference library, No pooks have 
been added to this department for many 
years, except the state publications, 
which under the law are furnished. The 
necessty for a lfbrary and for funds 
to keep it up is apparent. The depart- 
ment does not possess even the volumes 
necessary to entitle it to membership in 
the Association of American Law schools. 

History. 

“In this important department we find 
the work up to the usual high standard. 
We endorse the suggestion of Dr. Me- 
Pherson that the department of econo- 
mics, on account of its importance, be 


separated as soon as practicable into a’ 


separate department in order that a more 
extended course may be offered. 
Biology. 

“The department of biology in Leconte 
hall, which is one of the most up-to- 
date university buildings in the country. 
This magnificent new building and its 
excellent arrangements fills a longfelt want 
in the university. We heartly commend 
the work of this department under the 
wise leadership of Dr. Campbell and his 
assistant. 

School of English Language and Teu- 
tonic Philology. 

“We are glad to make a report of a 
successful year’s work in this depart- 
ment. We commend Professor John Mor- 
rig for the high standard of his school. 
We endorse his recommendations to pro- 
mote Professor Dubose to instructor in 
Germanic languages, as Professor Dubose 
has done excellent work for the universi- 
ty and deserves promotion and this de- 
partment needs the services of an in- 
structor. 

School of Romance Languages. 

“Professor Lustrat has conducted his 
work in fs usual thorough and scholar- 
ly manner. On account of the importance 
of Spanish we are glad to know that a 
tWo years’ course will be offered in this 
study. We find that assistance is needed 
in this department and recommend the 
appointment of a suitable man as tutor. 

Examinations. 

“Many of the examination papers show 
excellent preparation on the part of the 
students. We regret to state that many 
of the students here, as at most of the 
echools and universities of rigid require- 
ments, fail of promotion, either through 
lack of thorough preparation for college 
or through Indifference and want of ap- 
plication after reaching college. 


Denmark Hall, 

“This institution is one of the mest 
important factors of the university. It 1s 
impossible to. estimate t..2 good it has 
done and is doing: the university in pro- 
viding good board at cost to the stu- 
dents. The building and premises are in 
first-class condition and the institution is 
self-sustaining. We recognize that the 
success of Denmark hall is due to the un- 
tiring and unselfish devotion ty its wel- 
fare of Colone] Snelling. We commend the 
management of Denmark hall most 
heartily. 

School of Pharmacy. 


“The school of pharmacy has passed 


tess notwithstanding the many. set-backs 
due to well-known causes. We are in- 
formed by the head. of this department 
that unless a course in pharmaceéttica] 
chemistry is provided that the school 
must be discontinued, We trust that the 
board of trustees will provide for such a 
course and recommend the appropriation 
asked for in the report of Dean Bene- 
dict. We think that the department 
should be on par with any other depart- 
ment of the university and ask that «o 
soon as it is practicable to provide a 
way by which salaries may be paid to the 
instructors. 
Chapter Houses. 

“The board has visited and examined 
the five chapter houses. of the several 
fraternities and found them in good con- 
dition. Representatives of the  sevcral 
chapter houses have appeared before us 
and report a successful year in the man- 
agement of their houses and in the con- 
duct of their men,.in conformity to rules

Chapel Exercises. 

“We regret to learn that on account 
of the poorly heated condition of the 
chapel the morning devotional exercises 
-had to be discontinued for several weeks 
the past winter, therefore we most hearti- 
ly indorse the chancellor’s recommenda- 
tion to have a n heating plant in- 
stalled in the chapel, as well as new 
seats provided. We trust that these im- 
provements may be made and that stu- 
dents and professors may be punctual 
upon these exercises and make them in- 
fluences for good. 

The Old Dormitory or Yahoo (Old 

College). 

“We deplore the fact that this historic 
building must be torn down for the rea- 
son that jt seents to be a necessity. We 
have a good report from Candler hall 
and New college, but suggest that an 
attendant is necessary to protect the wel- 
fare of the students from unsanitary con- 
ditions. 


Brown Fund. 

“The financial condition of the univer- 
sity is shown in the report of the treas- 
urer to the board of trustees. 

“We find that the Brown fund stands 
as follows: Original gift, $50,000; notes 
on hand, $52,919.03; invested funds from 
collections, $31,495.06; making in all, 
$132,919.03. 
in expenses and surrendered notes, about 
$2,000, making total payments on note, 
Say $33,500. Amount of matured notes 
in hands of attorney for collection, $33,- 
700, We recommend that the matured 
notes be pu: into judgment, unlegs pay- 
ment is made. 

Library. 

“We have carefully examined the mag- 
nificent new library building, so generous- 
ly donated by thge Hon. George Foster 
Peabody, of New York, and have noted 
the additions he has made. to the uni- 
versity library. The entire state honors 
this illustrious man for the interest he 
is taking in the university. All the 
alumni and friends of the university unite 
in thanking this generous benefactor for 
his timely donations to the university 
of his native state and for the general in. 
terest he is taking in the university in 
helping to make it the greatest and best 
equipped- university in the south. 

‘“‘We most heartily commend the splen- 
did management of the present library, 
and think that the selection of the pres- 
ent Hbrarian and hf$ assistant was a wise 
step for the university, and that fhe per- 


commend itself to every one, 
Academic Building. 

“We find that the third fleaor of the 
academic building is poorly heated, and 
recommend that it be properly heated. 

The Campus. 

_ “We find the campus in fairly good con. 
dition, except that part next to Lumpkin 
street and sOme-of the walks through 
the campus. We recommend that a guit- 
able appropriation be made to cover the 
vxpense of repairing the walks and gen- 
era] improvement upon the campus, 

School of Agriculture, and University 

Extension. 

“This department is very ably presided 
over by Professor Johnson, whois assist. 
ed by Professor Hart. Their work shows 
for itself. We beg to refer to the ex- 
cellent report of Professor Johnson as 
showing how we feel upon the questions 
set forth. 

“We beg further to refer to a strong 
set of resolutions adopted by a committee 
from the senior class and addressed to 
our board, in which the,said committoe 
most highly complimented the work of 
Professor Johnson and the good he haa 
done, all these whe were so fortunate as 
to study his department, 

“The ‘report submitted by ts Giant: 
ment shows the general success of the 
various lines of work being carried on by 
this school, We have visited the university 
farm and find the farm buildings, with- 
out exception, in good state of repairs, 
and all thé growing crops in perfect state 
of cultivation. The appropriations asked 
by the head of the school of agriculture 
was made, as we understand, with a view 
to the impoverished condition, and also 
having in mind the development of the 
present farm. If developments are to be 
confined to the farm, as now located, we 
recommend that the entire sum ag re- 
quested be allowed.

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Desperale Negro Crees 
citing Scene, 


Took Possession of Henry 8. John- 
son’s Yard and Defied Citizens. 
and Officers—Officers Have 
Hard Fight Arresting 


Negro Desperado. 


A negro desperado took possession of 
the backyard of Henry S, Johnson, at 

186 Washington. street, last night about 
9.30 o'clock, and. after daring everyDody 
In’ the neighborhood to enter the yard, 
defied the police and threatened to kill 
the first white man who came near him. 

The affair resulted in a scene of. in- 
tense excitement, and one of the livelil- 
est fights between prisoner and, officers 
that has occurred in the city in a long 
while. Blood flowed and clothes were 
rent and torn until the negro looked 
as if he had been through a threshing 
mill and the officer’s clothes were only 
fit for the rag-bag. 

The negro, who afterwards gaye his 
name as Will Clemmons, went into the 
back yard of Mr. Johnson’s - residence 
shortly after 9 o'clock. He was nvt 
there for the purpose of stealing, for he 
immediately made his presence known by 


“yelling and cursing at the top of his 


voice. The neighborhood was quickly 
alarmed, and steps were taken to get 
the negro to leave. He dared anybody 
to enter the yard, and said he intended’ 
to kill the first person who came in sight. 
Citizens Call for Police. 

Mr. Johnson, Judge T. P. Westmore- 
land, who lived next door, and other 
citizens gathered, and the police were 
notified by telephone, 

Call Officers’ Coker and Lindsay an- 
swered the call. When they arrived on 
the scene they decided to slip up on 
the negro from different directions. Offi- 
cer Coker went through a gate, while 
Officer Lindsay took a route where he 
would have to climb a fence. . Officer 
Coker approached the negro first, and 
the desperado cried out! 

“If you-come near me I will Kill you.”’ 
This was accompanied with an oath. 

The. officer could not. see the negro 
very well, as the place was quité dark, 
and he did not know what sort of a 
weapon he might have. Yet he walked 
up to him without .making a halt. . The 
negro sprang at the officer, and as he 
did so, the policeman Janded a blow o1. 
his head with a billy. The two grappled, 
and there was a terrific fight.. 

Fought Two Policemen. 

Officer Lindsay had in the meantime 
jumped the fence, and was soon helping 
his partner. The negro was overcome, 
but not before he had almost torn Offi- 
cer Coker’s coat from his back and 
mudded his face and trousers. Officer 
Lindsay’s clothes also suffered in the. 
fight. ; 

The negro was handcuffed and taken-to 
the barracks in a patrol wagon. He pe- 
came subdued, and said- he had drank a 
lot of cheap whisky, and it made him 
desperate, 
After the arrest some one in the crowd 
remarsed that he wouldn't have gone 
up to that negro for $1,000, and Office: 
Coker replied: 

“Well, we do the like for only $70 a 
month.’’

Some three weeks ago. the city de‘er- 
tives made a raid ‘on the officés of the 
National District Telegraph Company and 


a pool room adjoining, at the ‘corner of 
Alabama.and Pryor streets. Elght air- 


rests were made and the cases tried 
before Recorder Broyles on the charge 
of violating the ordinance prohibiting 
turf exchanges in the city. The four 
men found in the pool room were iis- 
missed, and the four in the telegraph 
company's Offices were fined $300 each. 


How Bets Were Made. 

The evidence was that the news of the 
races was displayed in the» pool room. 
and persons wanting to place a bet on a 
horse went into the telegraph Gompany’s 
Office and telegraphed a bet to Birm'!ng- 
ham. 
Notice of an appeal was given by the 
attorneys for the defendants, and a cer- 
tified check for $1,200 placed in the hands 
of the chief of police. 

A few days ago the time for filing the 
necessary papers for an’ appeal expired. 
At that time Chief Jennings was out Of 
the city and the acting chief of patice 
held-a conference with the mayor, who 
advised that the matter be held up until 
the chief returned. 

‘When the chief returned to the city 
the mayor wrote him a letter, stating 
that the time for the appeal of the cases 
had elapsed and that the defendants had 
filed a petition for a reduction of the 
fines.

$1,000 was given for Brlich’s appearance 
in court next Tuesday. 

The Delmar race track is located on 
both sides of the city Hmits, the back 
stretch being wicnin the jurisdiction of 
the chty; the grand stand, paddock and 
space used formerly as the betting ring 
within the. jurisdiction . of St. Louis 
county. 

The provision of the new statute pro- 
hibiting bookmaking upon. horse races 
has been the subject of much considera- 
tion by the men who made wagers under 
the old law, and it is belleved by them 
that they have evolved a plan by which 
financial speculation on the merits of 
the respective horses can be conducted 
without violating the new law.

VISITING RAILROAD MEN. 
TELEPHONE FROM TRAINS) 


EW YORK, June 1t7. (—Special.)— 
Of all the things which the dele- 
gates to the Internationa! Railway 
Congress saw during thelr stay in this 
country, none impressed them more, in 
contrast. with what they had at home 


than the telephone system. As one of 


them put it, just before he went aboard 
his steamer after saying his last fare- 
wells by wire, “The most characteristic 
thing I have seen, and the one most 
typical of American energy and progress- 
iveness, is your wonderful telephone.” 

The European railway men, most af 
whom are now on their way across the 
‘Atlantic, camie to New York at the end 
of a tour about the United States as 
guests of the American Railway Associa, 
tion. They traveled in special trains of 
Pullman cars equipped with such conve- 
niences as are to be found only on Amer- 
icdn railways. Each train had its electric 
lighting plant, its dining car, its cafe, 
its barber shop dfid baths, and its tele- 
phone booth. Wherever a stop was made 
the telephone was connected with the 
nearest central office of the Bell system, 
and complimentary service was given the 
vistors. After their experience in Wash- 
ington and on the road, one result of a 
congress primarity in the interests. of 
transportation is likely to be a strenu- 
ous demand for better talking service in 
England and on the continent, and 4a 
more general use of Dr. Bell's invention 
theré. 

The postibilities of the long distance 
telephone were first discovered during the 
tour of the foreign railway men by 
Charles Schnyder de ‘Wartensee, a Milan- 
ese banker, who is also chief of adminis. 
tration of an Ttalian railway. He was 
greatly disturbed when he left Washing- 
ton, because he Fad received no word 
from his New York bankers of a cable- 
gram he had expected from Milan. When 
he reached Altoona, the first stop the 
party made, his anxiety was in danger 
of spoiling the whole pleasure of his 
tfip. He saw nothing to do except to 
instruct his banking house to forward 
the “‘cable’’ to him at Chicago, where he 
was not due till the end of the week. 
An Amerié¢an to whom he was telling his 
troubles naturally suggested that he 
should call his bankers on the telephone 
and find out whether his message had 
been received. + 

‘But Altoona is several hundred miles 
from New York,” Mr. de Wartensee said, 
“and it is impossible that I should talk 
with anybody there. I would not think 
of trying to telephone more than 5 miles 
at home, and then only about something 
uninfportant.” 

When the American prevailed upon him 
to try the experiment, however, and his 
cablegramn was read ‘to him over the wire 
his surprise was overshadowed by his 
delight. 

At Pittsburg the visitors from abroad 
were taken about the great railway 
terminal yards on a special train which 
Was provided with a telephone just as 
the regular trains on the tour were. 
Three-quarters “of an hour after the 

rity had pulled out of the unicn sta- 
ion an urgent message was received for 
one of the delegates, requiring his im- 
mediate reply. The Bell representative 
on the delegates’ train started the oper- 
ater at “central’’ calling the various 
siopping places along the route taken by 
the “special’’ until finally he caught his 
man, gave him his message over the 
wire, got the reply, and straightened 
cut the whole matter in less than a 
walf hour, avoiding the delay that 
would have been caused had ‘tH been 
recessary to wait until the sight-seeing 
train returned at night. 

“When I get home,’’ he told the by- 
standers, ‘it will be impossible for me to 
tell what I have just done, for they 
would not believe me.

their route, sent messages back to the 
towns they had left behind, arranged the 
details of the side trips many of them 
took, engaged their steamer and hocel 
accommodations in New York, and did a 
hundred and one other things. largely for 
the novelty of doing them by telephone.

| technical institution in the southern 
states; the best equipped of them all, 
and that one whose graduates are found 
in high positions not only throughout 
the United States, but in Mexico, In the 
Philippines and in Africa. 

A achool ig known by the men it turns 
out, and by the degree of their fealty 
afterwards. “Once at Auburn, always at 
Auburn,” is the saying here, and the 
truth of it {fs attested on évery hand. 
Students do not only send back their 
younger brothers and kinsmen to the care 
of their alma mater. but the trophies o 
their victories in the contests for which 
she gave them preparation, the laurels 
they win are added to her wreath; and 
wherever positions of trust cal} them, 
devotion to the oid college burns never 
less bright in thetr faithful breasts. Shin- 
Ing and steady it wing in every quarter 
new adherents. For example, the father 
of the young Nicaraguan student, Appre- 
ciating his son’s loyal attachment, he 
presented to the institution a valuable 
collection of minerals, one of the choicest 
in its possession. And so it is, whether 
the student comes from Florida or Kan- 
sas, Cuba or British Honduras. 

The Courses. 

Seven regular degree courses are of- 
fered here: !, Civil engineering; 2, elec- 
trical engineering and mechanical engi- 
neering; 3, mining engineering. 4, metal- 
lurgy; 5, chemistry and agriculture; 6, 
pharmacy; 7, Latim and modern lan- 
guages. It is emphatically a school of 
applied science, though first of all a col- 
lege, since the federal act of 1662, making 
the donation of lands to the different 
schools, designated that the endowment 
was for the support and maintenance of, 
at least, one college where the leading 
object shall be, without excluding pther 
scientific and classical subjects, and in- 
cluding military tactics, to teach such 
branches of learning as are relateg to 
agriculture and the mechanical arts. It 
has been from the first all of this, yet 
lacking nothing of the air and character 
of the literary college. Where othe: 
states have their different branches of 
education segregated or divided, at A- 
burn they are all concentrated in one 
in Géorgia, for instance, the state uni- 
versity is at Athens; the Scheo] of Techs 
rology in Atlanta; the military school 
at Dahlonega, and the agricultural farm 
at Experiment. The student in any one 
of these schools gets only the life of 
that particular school; at Auburn he 
gets all. 

Though this is not saying, certainlv 
that the course of study is rot, except 
in the lower classes, elective. Beside the 
seven degree courses already mentioned, 
there are three partial courses—in agr'- 
culture. mechanic arts and vharmacy— 
each requires two years for completion. 
And then there is the special one-year 
course in agriculture, which admits 
ycung men over twenty-one years of age 
tc any class under the professor of this 
department, excusing him from military 
ard all other college duties, but allowing 
him attendance on all the lectures in 
cgriculture, and in the practical wor 
at the experiment station, in the field, 
{stock yard, dairy; garden, orchard and 
vineyard, thus enabling him to acquire 
in the one year valuable scientific knowl- 
edge and equipping him for successful 


work, 
A. Privilege. 

Many of the young men who can not af- 
ford. one of the four-year courses, not 
even the two-year, finds himself debar- 
red the inestimable advantage of col- 
lege life with its privileges and asso- 
ciations, but for this special course, 
which, while it fits for practical needs, 
aiso affords advantage which no other 
experience can. The privilege of the 
library alone was incalculable. This 
valuable collections contains 19,000 vol- 
umes, with the very best and latest di-- 
tionaries and encyclopedias. Three thou 
sand dollars is spent annually in addi- 
tions, from 900 to 1,000 new volumes 
being bought each year. The historical 
library is the most complete of any 
vollege in ‘the south, current history be-, 
ing kept run of through all of the stand- 
ard magazines, which are bound, the 
files being complete from the first vol- 
ume, as also the leading dailies, whose 
files are unbroken. 

Special attention is paid to this feature 
of the library, and many dollars spent, 
no file being left incomplete where per- 
severance and money can supply the 
break. The handsome equipment, fur- 
nishings and large numbers of busts of 
poets and men of letters, is iself up- 
lifting. 

The enrollment of the institution in 
1904 was nearly 500, representing fifty- 
four counties in Alabama, ten states, 
and three foreign countries. The full 
graduates number about 900, 65 per cent 
of whom are in strictly technical pro- 
fessions, while the 6,000 who did not 
complete any of the college courses 
returned to the farm or ths varoiua 
trades equipped with ecientific under- 
standing, with skill in the manipulation 
of the tools of their different callings. 
and prepared to contribute their part 
to a higher development of state and 
country, as well as fitted for individual 
betterment. The training here makes 
ready for life in whatever department, 
and @ young man cannot go away from 
these halls without some degree of quai- 
ification to meet it. 


An Eminent Faculty. 
The eminence in the profession of the 
thirty-four professors, instructors and as- 


four out of one department have received 
calls to similar chairs in the first insti- 
tutions of the country. Auburn boasts 
the first biological laboratory worthy the 
name to be established in the south, and 
one of its professors was called to Cornell 
university, two to Columbia university, 
and one to the University of Missouri. Pne 
serious, earnest work of the faculty and 
the devotion of the student body attest 
the high fitness of these able educators, 
and most of all the positions taken by 
the young men they send. 

Their graduates are scattered through- 
out the south as civil engineers, elec- 
trical egnineers, mechanical engineers, 
mining engineers, architects, manufactur- 
ers, chemists, food inspectors, mine super- 
intendents, instructors and professors in 
technical and scientific colleges.

Mechanical college since on expert cotton 
boll weevil commission, United States 
department of agriculture; (11); professor{ 
of electrical engineering, Auburn; (12), 
botanist, Missouri experiment station; 
(13), professor of physiology, Alabama 
Medical college; (14), professor of physi- 
Ology, Vanderbilt university; (15), assist- 
ant botanist, Massachusetts Agricultural 
and Mechanical college; (16), assistant 
agriculturist, Clemson college; (17), as- 
sistant in electrical engineering, Clemson 
college; (18), former director Arkansas 
experiment station; (19), professor of his- 
tory, University of West Virginia. The 
chairs of chemistry and engineering of 
the University of Louisiana have also 
been held by Auburn graduates. 

During the Spanish-American war thir- 
ty-five commissioned officers were fur- 
nished by Auburn; it ranked second of 
all colleges in the union, being surpassed 
only by Cornell university. Many of the 
students are in the Philippines, and have 
sent back interesting and valuable contri- 
butions to the museum. 

Graduates Prosper. 

The salaries of the graduates average 
$900 per annum, some receiving $2,000, 
Others $3,000 and one exceptional man 
£10,000. The demands on this institu- 
tion for competent men are beyond what 
it is able to supply. Graduates whose 
services fhave been retained at salaries 
ranging from $500 to $700 seldom remain 
more than a short time, invafiably re- 
celving more lucrative offers from else- 
where. And these offers are as apt to 
come from @ distance as from nearer 
home. For instance, we will take three 
men, all graduating from the same class: 
One, E. N. Brown, accepting a position 
in México, 18 now president of the Mex!- 
co National railway; another, W. D., 
Taylor, after constructing a bridge for 
the Chicago and Alton railway across 
the Missouri river, was made professor 
of engineering in the University of Wis- 
eonsin, while a third, J. M. Reid, em- 
ployed by a Portugal company in San 
Paul de Leoando, Africa, at a handsome 
sdlary, was paid, in addition, $10,000 for 
certain changes of his suggestion which 
resulted in immense saving to the com- 
pany in the cost of production. 

The high price set upon its men is easily 
accounted for by the thorough training 
and preparation received. There are fif- 
teen well equipped laboratories (the col- 
lege claiming to have been the first to 
establish in the south a manual training 
laboratory. and a first-class engineering 
plant and biological laboratory), instruc- 
tion in any science being regarded of Iit- 
tle value iinless given with the practical 
applications in the workshop. 

Splendid Equipment. 

The main building, Langdon hall, 
chemical laboratory and the various 
other buildings on the campus and the 
experiment station grounds make up 4 
plant valued at $246,000. The outfit— 
transits, plane tables, compasses, models 
of bridges, etc., In the department of 
civil engineering, is considered equal to 
that of any of the best institutions. 
Graduates take high rank in their pro- 
fession, about twenty of them being en- 
gaged in the various branches of engin- 
eering, civil and running, and in the 
mineral region of Alabama. The equlp- 
ment in the mininig engineering depart- 
ment is not surpassed by any other in- 
stitution in the south; a number of these 
graduates hold important positions at 
Irondale, Gothite, Johns, Ensley, Bloss- 
burg and Birmingham. 

The agricultural experiment station, 
established in connection with the col- 
lege, affords finest opportunities to young 
men selecting farming as a profession. 
They come here to learn the scientific 
reasons for the defects which mar this 
most independent and beautiful of all 
vocations—the failures and disappoint- 
ménts which attend its pursuit without 


disasters—and the. remedies. The farm 
comprises 304 acres. and experiments 
and investigations are continually made, 
and students accompanying the professor 
in the field, garden, stock yard and 
conservatory when hé delivers his lec- 
tures in the presence of the objects dis- 
cussed. A plot of 20 acres is devoted to 
orchards, vegetables, fruits and flowers, 
and great interest is being centered in 
the botanic garden, which has been 
undertaken with the special end in view 
of gathering here represemtatives in the 
native flora of the state and native 
medicinal plants. The green house is 
fitted with modern apparatus for vemnti- 
lation and heat, and in the laboratory 
practical instruction is given in grafting, 
budding, spraying, fertilization and gath- 
ering and marketing crops. - 
Thorough Methods. 

In addition to the lectures in the field, 
instruéiton is given by means of text 
books and bulletins of the agricultural) 
experiment stations. Two hours per 
week with each class ie devoted to study 
in the lecture room, and two or four 
hours of laboratory work per week in 
barn, field, dairy or library. The sub- 
jects studied in the firs? year are the 
breeds of horses, cattle, sheep and hogs, 
their characteristics, uses, management 
and adaptability to the south. In: the 
sectind fie first term is devoted to datry- 
ing, bufter and cheese making; the second 
term to cHemical and physical propertias 
and defects of soils, and means of 'm- 
provement, and the third to the s‘udy 
of grasses, leguminous and other forage 
plants adapted to the different solls of 
the state. 

The third year takes up In the first 


‘term the eifly of the staple crops of the 


South, cotfon, corn, oats, wheat. tohacco 
and fice, students making observations 
and notes and assisting in harvesting the 
different varieties of cotton, corn, cow- 
peas, and other crops. During the second 
term of this year the feeding of animils 
and compounding of rations is etudted: 
drainage, irriggtion. etc., coming In the 
last year’s work—though for those whod 
cin give ‘but two years, the studies are 
dfrangea eso flat the nine coursed In 
general agriculture and animal Industry 
may be all covered in the alloted time, 
the attention being given almost ex- 
clusively to the one subject or subjects. 

The livé stock provided for the student+* 
usé In stv@~'ng breeds an In judging ant- 
mals coff™™™ of Angus, shorthorn, red 
polled. and Jersey cattle; Berkshire and 
Polafli China hogs; and dorset, south- 
down, shropshire and common and graded 
sheep.

Veterinary Department. 

The department of veterinary science and 
art {is of thé utmost advantage to stu- 
dents of the agriculture course, prepar- 
ing them for the emergencies of every- 
day experience. Lameness in the Norse, 
minor surgery, and all various means 
of protecting the health of domestic ani- 
‘mals, are taught practically, post-mor- 
tem examinations and the dissection of 
animals affording the most scientific and 
thorough instruction. 

The bullding in which the department 
is located is a two-story structure con- 
taining four laboratory rooms, lecture 
room, museum and office, and an Op- 
erating room. The hospital building con- 
tains five large stalls, four open singi¢ 
stalls, and office, and a feed room, me 
upper floor being used for storage of 
hay. fodder, etc., and the patients are 
brought from the country side for miles 
around. 

Auburn’s record on the gridiron is too 
well known to need mention here. Ath- 
letics flourish vigorously—football, base- 
ball, tennis, basket ball and track ath- 
letics all receiving enthusiastic attention.

The social life of the college is the 
pleasantest. Besides the seven Greek 
letter fraternities (fhe Kappa Alpha own- 
ing its own club housé) there are two 
literary societies and a Young Mens 
Christian Association.

REVIEWS. 


THE TRAGEDY OF HAMLET. 

Edited, with notes, introduction, glos- 
sary, list of variorum readings and se- 
lectéad criticoiam, by Charlotte Porter and 
Helen A. Clarke, editors of the “Cam- 
berwell Browning.” : 

“Hamlet” is the latest play in the note- 
worthy “First Folio’’ edition of Shake- 
speare’s works. As its title indicates, 
this edition is based directly upon the 
original first folio of 1623, the first col- 
lected text to appear after the dramatist’s 
death and therefore the one giving a 
true vérsion of the plays as Shakespeare 
himself left them. 

In looking over these new ‘‘First Follio’’ 
volumes as they appear, the constant 
wonder is, why has it not been done be- 
fore?

This house is 140 feet long 
and 24 feet wide, bullt upon the double 
house plan. having a 4-foot elevated al- 
leyway down the center of the house. 
with thirteen 8 by 1!0 pens on each side. 
Unger the center of the alleyway, which 
is 18 inches above the ground, fs a solid 
partition the entire length of the house, 
thus making a space 2 by 10 feet in each 
pen under the alley. These 2 by 10 coin- 
partments, which are left open In front, 
are used in the place of individual brood- 
ers, the heat being supplied by twe 2- 
Inch hot water pipes which pass through 
| each of these compartments. going up on 
'one side of the central partition and re- 
l turnine on the other side and finally to 
the starting point which fs a large cote 
tage heater placed in one end of the 
building.

pen. At this point the brooding pipes 
are a very little over the chicks heads. 
As other chicks are hatched those in the 
brooder house are driven along from p£n 
to pen through small doors, doing away 
with handling the chicks, which is #0 
detrimental to the little fellows. The 
hot water plifes are placed on an upward 
slant at such an angie that the chicks, 
moved along from pen to pen, are farther 
from the pipes and at a lower tempera- 
ture as they become older. When the 
chicks reach one end of the house they 
are moved down the other side where the 
same plan is followed. Each pen has a 
small doorway through which chicks may 
be turned out. doors during pleasant 
weather. The feed room is located at 
one end of the building and is equipped 
with all the necessities suited to raise 
the little fellows to best advantage. 

Next comes the bantam house, which 
contains ten compartments each 8xi0 
feet, with a run !0x30 feet for each 
section. This is one of the most attrac- 
tive sites at Belmont. Five varieties of 
the most popular of the bantam classes 
are bred. These yards contain a coliec- 
tion of these beautiful little fowls,  in- 
cluding al] of Belmont's St. Louis world’s 
fair winners. These yards are wired all 
around and over-head so there is no pos- 
sible chance of birds escaping from their 
respective pens to intermingle with oth- 
ers. It also obviates the necessity to 
which some breeders are subjected when 
they are compelled to clip the wings of 
their birds to keep them in the yards 
they wish. 

Quite near to the bantam house are two 
+ houses used for penning extra male birds 
and also for conditioning fowls for exhi- 
bition purposes. One of these houses 
accommodates 200 birds; the other 50. 

Incidentally, the pigeon lofts are beau- 
tiful sights with their fantails, magpies 
and homers sporting in the sunshine. 
These lofts are in full view of the passing 
trains and oreate much favorable com- 
ment as well as arouse considerable in- 
terest. 

The largest poultry house is 140 feet 
long, 12 feet wide and contains !I4 com- 
partments, each opening into a yard, both 
at front and rear. Nearly all the houses 
have duplicate yards attached. These 
are most essential, 
grain and grasses while the chickens 
are occupying the other: In this way the 
fowls have access to a constant supply of 
natural green food, in addition to being 
on fresh and purified soll. In al]- there 
are 109 yards of various sizes, nearly al] 
with duplicate yards,

We were joined by the genial owner of 
Belmunt. 

“They are just preparing to milk the 
cows,” said Colonel Wight, “and it 1s 
really. a most interesting sight.”’- 

Ever since the story of the Augean 
stables had been a part of my early 
school training, a malodorous suggestion 
had forever been associated with cattle 
and their abiding place. Yet, as we 
neared the stable nothing ‘brought to 
mind the ancient fable. 

Entering the cool, long barn, where the 
musical swish of the milk in the pail 
was heard above the contemplative 
munching of the cudded ones, not an 
odor was in the air. The cemented floors, 
lime-strewn, were cleaner than the aver- 
age kitchen. The* milk plashed into 
sterilized pails, was sent to the cooler, 
and COOLED in sterilized receptacle. 

Why write COOLED in capitals? 

A recent report by the government as- 
eerted that the greatest of milk dangers 
rested in the failure to get the animal 
heat out of the milk. It is, therefore, 
stated that the Belmont dairy milk 1S 
COOLED. 

And not only ia the milk. strained 
through the usual netting, but in addition 
it ds strained through two. layers of 
cheese cloth, between which is a double 
thickness of sterilized cotton. Then the 
milk is placed in genuinely sterilized cans 
and sent to Atlanta. 

The farm milks an average of 100 cows 
daily, and nearly all are registered Jer- 
seys. 

Commenting on Mr. Wight’s progres- 
Bsiveness F. J. Merrian said to me: 

“I.do not doubt but that Colonel Wight 
has raised the.price of Cobb county 
cows at least $10 per head, and he has 
increased the value of hogs in Georgia 
many thousands of dollars by his im- 
portation of blooded pigs.’’ 

The cows are fed according to the 
latest approved scientific methods. The 
inside of the building is arranged and 
constructed with all modern conveniapces 
designed for the comfort of the animals. 
In addition to being fed in the barn, the 
cows also have a continual supply of 
water before them. Each two anima's 
are supplied with a water. fountain, 
which as the animal drinks the water, 
is again filled, automatically. 

The second story of the building is used 
for strong hay, straw, shredded corn, 
etc. The room for such feeds as bran, 
cotton seed meal, etc., adjoins the barn 
on the right. On the left are two silos, 
which together have a capacity of 500 
tons of ensilage. Both of these struc- 
tures are circular, being 20 feet in 
diameter. The ensilage is mainly of corn, 
although pea vines, oats and wheat are 
also used. This feed is cut up by a No. 
13 Ohio ensilage cutter and carried into 
the silo by a Ross endless chain elevator. 
Both the elevator and cutter are operatod 
by a 6 horse-power Charter gasoline en-

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gine. This engine also furnishes power 
for operating the Foos grist mill, a green 
bone cutter and: wood saw, all of which 
are in the engine house, which is some 
40 feet from the cattle barn. 

Nor is the neatness a matter of pre- 
paring for the visit of a commissioner 
of agriculture. The habit of cleanliness 
is instilled into the system at Belmont, 
just as deep plowing is an essential of 
they. two-crop-a-year farm. work.

And a wonderfully clean 
lot the outfit looked.

short and fine .but very strong. 

“Our herd of Berkshires consists of 
from thirty to fifty brood sows, ten 
boars, besides 150 to 200 pigs, and. con- 
tains some, of the most noted imported 
and American bred Berkshires to be

county, Georgla, where We saw Many - 
interesting sights and many fine .object — 
lessons. This farm of about 200 acres 
with about 80 acres in cultivation, fur- 
nisheg a superabundance of food for @ 
herd of 200 fine dairy cows, 200 hogs and — 

pigs, 5,000 young chickens. and 
breeders. 

“The thing which most Interested us 
was the enormous yield of crops which 
this land has been made to produce. Four 
years ago, it was a poor gullied farm 
like thousands of others in north Georgia 
today. Today it has upon it over 70 
acres of corn and 25 of sorghum which 
will yield from 20 to 25 tons of ensilage 
per acre. Much of this corn, if per- 
mitted to mature, would yield about 100 
bushels per acre. Deep plowing, shallow 
plenty of home-made manure, 
have brought about these results, 
they will produce simflar results wherever 
used. 

“They have grown more crops on this 
farm than they can house. About 20 
acres of fall potatoes with splendid stands 
was a rare sight to look at. And while 
they make no pretense as fruit growers, ~ 
one peach tree made this year 13 crates;

London, June !7.—In Europe something 
like a boom in Rousseau seems on the 
way. At Montmorency a statue to the 
philasophers memory is about to. be 
erected. Eighten more of Rousseau’s let- 
ters are abott to Le published. Finally 
the membership of the Genevan Rousseau 
Society has just received an important 
addition in the person of Count Leo 
Tolstol. In his letter accepting member- 
ship in the society Tolstoi says, “‘Roug- 
seau has been my master since I was (5. 
His works and the Holy Gospel have been 
the two great. and beneficient influences 
that Rave affected my life. Rousseau 
does not grow old. Quite lately I Treread 
some of his works and I felt the same 
elevation of the soul and the same ad- 
miration that I experienced when reading 
him in the days of my youth. 

The new Rousseau letters, which are 
about to be published, all have to do 
with the susceptible philosopher's regard 
for (Mme. d’ Houdetot, and have been pre- 
served by a member of that lady's fami- 
ly. In one of them, sixteen or twenty 
pages long, Rousseau gives his views on 
the nature of friendship, and in another 
discusses his feelings in regard to death 
which he then believed to be near. There 
is no doubt that the documents were writ- 
ten in great anguish of mind and they 
supplement and confirm what is writtss 
in the “Confessions” as to that period 
of Rousseau’s life It- was at Montmo- 
rency, where the Rousseau statue is 
about to be erected, that“the Houdetot 
episode happened.

As yet not @ 
line of this ‘“‘masterpiece,” as the author 
described it, has been written, but d’An- 
nunzio has got as far as the purchase of 
a fifteenth century ink pot of white por- 
celain, in which two heraifiic lions hold 
the vessel for the sacred ink. Incidental- 
ly the dramatist declared that the “poetic 
cure” which he had \Wé&ergone for the 
last seven years had “freed him of alt 
egotism.” 

Then he went on to describe the unpar- 
alleled beauties of his new poetic play, 
which is called ‘““The Ship’ and is con- 
cerned with the birth of Venice. “The 
manners set forth in my play are su- 
perb in their violence,” said d’ Annunzio 
with a modesty becoming-one freed from 
all egotism, ‘and I have, I think, written 
a work which will prove epoch making.” 

The dramatist is now seeking a com- 
poser to “ffame his masterpiece in mu- 
sic,’’ and for an Italian theater large 
enough to stage thé play, which will calj 
for at least 400 supers.

When seen by a Constitution repre- 
sentative. Judge Hammond sald: 

"] have recently been asked to fill the 
place of president of the Anti-Saloon 
League of this state, and have accepted 
the position. 

‘| realize that thig will entail upon me 
@ great deai of hard work, without any 
pecuniary compensation, but am more 
than willing to undertake this labor, be- 
cause I believe the outcome of the move. 
ment wll be of immense benefit to the 
people. 

“There ig no greater evil, and no greater 
hindrance to the progress of civilization, 
than the open saloon, and our people are 
coming more and more to see it. More 
than 90 per cent of all homicides and 
crimes of violence are traceable directly 
to the fact that men become inflamed 
with strong drink, and drunkennesg is 
the result of the open saloon. Bspecially 
is this true among our young men. I! 
have seen more than a dozen young men 
lined up at a time at the Kimball! house 
bar, not one of them probably realizing 
that he was forming a habit which it 
would be next to Impossible for him to 
break after the lapse of a few years. The 
extent to which our young men drink in 
the open bar rooms of our cky is little 
realiged by our people. 

“A young man feels it to be an insult 
to his*intelligence to warn him against 
this danger. He thinks others may be in 
Ganger, but not he. He feels strong, 
and it takeg a long undermining process 
for him to begin to feel his weakness. 


He admits all your arguments, but says 
they do not apply to him, 

“I remember the case of a young man, 
scarcely out of his teens,.who quarreled 
with a friend in a bar room. Both were 
influenced with liquor, and the result wag 
& fight, in which he stabbed his friend 
with a pocket knife and killed him. -He 
was tried, convicted and hanged. I triea 
to save his life, but in vain. 

"The object of ihe Anti-Saloon League 
is to close the bar room by direct legis- 
lative enactment... We desire to take 
away this seductive temptation which 
stands in fragt of every young man in 
our great cities. 

‘This, the greatest of ail the evils that 
menace our socia] organism, must be put 
down. Tht is the purpose of our or- 
ganization. 

“The proggess of civilization depends 
upon two things: First, the constructive 
forces. which bulld up and establish so- 
clety upon the feundation of true man- 
hood, the integrity and cbaracter ot 
each individual unt; and, second, the 
putting down of the evils that hinder 
us in the attainment of this high ideal. 
One of the greatest of those evils is the 
gaioon. The liquor power depends on 
the saloon. iIt is a great evil, and is wel) 
organized, with millions of money at Ms 
back. We desire to meet it with another 
organization which we call the Anti- 
Saloon League, and the power upon which 
we rely is the aroused conscience of the 
good people of _our state. (Before this 
power even the money of the liquor, pow. 
er, the greatest of all the evils of our 
time, must fail. The open saloon must 
give way before advancing civilization." 

Thé@re is probabdIf no stronger or more

The Zionist movement, of which Israel 
Zangwill is the present head, is again 
attracting attention, The Zionism for 
which he stands looks not to a return to 
Palestine, but to the acceptance of an 
offer made a year ago by the British 
government. This offer provides for the 
gift of a tract of about 5,000 square 
miles of territory in east Arica, the 
Guas Negishu plateau, a tableland about 
4,000 feet above Lake Victoria Nyanza. 
“This territory is to be settled by Jew- 
ish colonists, with a Jewish governor 
and Jewish political autonomy, vurc un- 
den English sovereignty—practically a 
Jewish ‘state under the protection of 
the English governmemnt.”’ A commission 
has gone to Uganda to investigate the 
question of its desirability and practica- 
its report will be considered at 


in June. To most of the Jews, as to 
those not of Jewish blood, this seems to 
be Zionism with Zion left out. It is 
nothing more or less than a scheme to 
care for the oppressed and unfortunagée 
of the raee by providing an open field 
for colonization under the best condi- 
tions. It cannot hope to be a national 
movement, or to enlist the people to any 
great extent. The real Zionists can never 
be united in it. It is a . philanthropic 
scheme into which the religious element 
cannot enter to any appreciable extent. 
Rabbi Edward N. Calish, in the Book- 
lover's Magazine, strikes the crux of the 
whole matter when he says: ‘‘Uganda is 
a noble opportunity; but east Africa is 
not Zion. Its hills hold not the cedars 
of Lebangn, nor do the roses of Sharon 
bloom in its vales. It has not sepulchers 
or tombs, no hallowed spots of memories. 
None of the patriarchs trod within its 
borders, none of the sainted seers or 
teachers breathed its air. No prophet 
dreamed here his glorious and world- 
compassing visions, or thuudered his 
mighty rebuke, or gave his message of 
hépe- and redemption, No blood was here 
shed to fructify the ground and to en- 
rich the heart with tender and herolo 
memories. Its history is virgin as its 
soil. It is in no way associated with 
Jewish thought, or ideals, or traditions. 
It has, in short, no appeal save that of 
the practical and material consideration 
of safety, of a refuge from the horrors 
of persecution and the insult of social 
ostracism.”’

HAT prevents us from seeing the 

Master pass by? My brethren, 

we have made a first series of ob 
servations; let us now pass on to an- 
other. 

It is often through our own fault that 
we are prevented from seeing the Mas- 
ter. Zacchaeus, the chief among the 
publicans, was too small of stature a'd 
he could not, from the spot where he 
had taken up his stand, see that passer- 
by who was called Jesus. 

It is quite possible that a man should 
be placed too low down to see whai is 
just. First of all, it is possible that he 
may be so wretched, so poor, so devoid 
of everything, such a slave to the ord! 
nary necessities of life, that he cannct 
raise his eyes toward the true life, There 
are some social positions that are 40 
abject that they are like spiritual gravos 
It is impossible for the men who live In 
these graves to see iife. Consequently, 
we must resuscitate these dead, or, rath- 
er, these men who are buried alive. 

There are others who possess the nec. 
essary, freedom and outward position. 
They are not om too low a scale of the 
socia} ladder. But it is in their own 
selves that they have too earthly a soul, 
a soul that is too much on a level with 
the dust, not to say mud. How can a 
man who is wrapped up in his own baje- 
ness, in his own pitiful interests, in his 
absurd avarice, in his mora] uncleanll 
ness, how can this man see the Mastcr 
as He goes by? You can accomplish ‘lie 
finest actions in front of such a man, 
tut he is not capable of judging thein; 
he is too worthless to perceive moral 
greatness: he is too impure to discern 
purity; too avaricious, too self-interested 
to recognize disinterestedness, devotion, 
the spirit of sacrifice or goodness in oth. 
ers. Even if you are kind to ‘him, he 
draws back, saying to himself: ‘What 
does he want of sacrifice as mere pre- 
terts, as the preface to some interested 
action. 

It is for this inner reason that s0 many 
men do not perceive the beautiful thines 
that are under their very eyes, in their 
families, ‘all around them, in thefr own 
eountry. They cannot recognize the sign 
ef the times: they know not how to ap- 
preciate what is noble, what-.ts really 
magnificent, what is grandly and legiti- 
mately human. They are too small, tor 
bespattered with the foulness of their 
crimes, they have fallen into too vile a 
rut to rise to the height they should at. 
tain. 

It is the same also with some assembDiles 
of men who have come from all parts 
by evil roads and Who cannot perceive 
Truth. How can light spring forth 
from their deliberations ‘Their souls are 
too obscured—their judgment is perverted 
by lies and hypocrisy. 

A kind of moral leprosy attacks hu- 
manity and at times deprives it of all its 
distinctive faculties, reducing it to the 
level of inferior existences. Let us watch 
our inner selves and our inner level, for 
fear it should be lowered. 

At certain times we are too low down— 
there are intermittent moments in spirit- 
ual life. There are days When we are 
not what Wwe should be. If on that day 
the Master happens to pass by, if our 
duty passes by, if the opportunity for do- 
ing <00d passes by, We do not see it, we 
are too little. At such moments we 
shovld say to ourselves: “Climb up high- 
er,” as Zacchaeus climbed up into the 
sycamore tree to see Jesus.

Sometimes it fs just the contrary—we 
are too high up. There are some who 
are too high in their ‘mmense pride, or in 
their haughtiness, to see true life. Seated 
on the mountain of their vanity, they in- 
wardly repeat the words that Victor 
Hugd* puts in the mouth of the future 
émperdr when he says’ 


“Puis, du fait ou nous sommes, 

Dans lombre tout la-bas, dans |’abime, 
les ohmmes.”’ 

(“Then from the height on which we 
stand 

We see some men, 
abyss.’’)

You are too-high, you are who are 
filled with overweening pride, you cannot 
see the Master pass by. He is there, in 
the abyss, among mankind, in the midst 
of the tiny black ants that you cannot 
see from the height on which you stand. 

Others, in the daring flight of their 
thoughts, overreach not only the clouds, 
but the stars themselves,and they carry 
their imaginings to cold ether. They are 
too high up. Mankind has disappeared 
from their view. 

Others are too big because their 
thoughts are too massive. They are only 
willing to think of what can be weighed, 
seen and measured, their mind is no 
longer human. Souls have never been 
nourished with things that can be weigh- 
ed. The soul is nourished with that 
which is invisible and cannot be meas- 
ured, and the spirit is nourished by the 
spirit. Some one has passed through 
the icty of humanity who will never be 
named and whose secret will never be 
guessed; it is the enigma of enigmas— 
it is the Spirit. Men of massive thought, 
you are too high to recognize it—you 
must come down. 

Others are too high in their imagina- 
tion. We must own that this is some- 
times a graceful fault in youth. Youth 
has wings, and it is well to use our 
wings when we have them. It ig well 
sometimes to leave the damp and dark 
valleys in which we drag out our exist- 
ence, and soar into the clear and pure 
light and remind ourselves that we come 
from above. If they are the wings of 
idealism, of enthusiasm; if they are the 
wings of hope, the great wings of faith, 
go, bathe In unlimited light and in the 
tonifying and _ strengthening air; you 
can never breathe too much of it. And 
those wings will be swift to bring us 
back to our fellow-men, like the wings of 
the dove of the ark. 

But if theg are merely the wings of 
fancy, wings of more or less romantic 
and fragile imagination, which are singed 
at every small flame; if these wings are 
only used to carry us away from the 
dust of every-day honest toil; suffering 
and pain, from the field of our labor, 
then I prefer to see you fold these wings, 
for you are rising too high. For mercy’s 
sake, return to our valleys. 

Young girl, close that visionary book 
you are holding in your hand; I can 
see that you are rising too high. When 
vou relinquish it, you shiver—in reality, 
mankind apears to you dull and untfn- 
teresting; your own home, your mother, 
your little brother, the ordinary things 
of life seem to you ehabby and colorless 
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—real life appears to you to be without 
brightness or beauty. That book has | 


done you harm, it has dazzled your 
eyes so that you can no longer see the 
true color of things. 

Let us take care not to climb up too 
high. We would not see the Master 
Pass by., . , 

The Master’s brow is in the light, but 
His feet are on our roads, sometimes on 
the hardest and most stony. The Mas- 
ter’s brow is in the light, but His feet 
are on the graves.. The Master lives in 
the eternal light, but He is close to sor- 
rowing hearts and broken epirits. If 
you wish to see Him, meke haste ‘o 
come down. . 

When Christ, under the sycamore tres 
upon which Zacchaeus had climbed, said 
to Him: “Zacchaeus, make haste to come 
down,”’ he expressed the true motto of 
simple and faithful life. Many of us 
should hasten to come down. This young 
poet, for instante, would be quite perfect 
if he were not always a little beyond 
reality. It.is for that reason that his 
poetry does not really touch us and does 
aes make any impression upon our 

e. 

And I, standing in this pulpit, am a 
man before many other men. I should 
speak to you, my brethren, in such a 
way that you can understand me. I am 
not here to utter words that are Iike 
glittering drops of water, sparkling like 
drops of gold in the rays of the setting 
sun, but turning to mud when they 
reach the earth. I am_here to give food 
to your mind. The mission of my words 
is to become bread—but to do that, Is 
it needful that I should constantly listen 
to the Master saying to me: “Do not 
climb up too high, my disciple; hasten 
to come down, to return into human 
life. Here are your brethren, here are 
some poor women who have come here 
with a load upon their heart that weighs 
them down like ead; here are those 
who weep and stumble in the dark, in 
the gloom of mourning; here are young 
people who require to be strengthened 
in their life, to learn that what is the 
most magnificent and finest thing on 
earth: simplicity of duty and faithful- 
ness in small things. Leave the clouds, 
hasten to come down among them, speak 
to them of what concergs them, sit in 
their midst as in a family council, and 
discuss with them the things that con- 
cern and interest them.” 

If I do not listen to the Master who 
thus speaks to me, my words spread out 
proud wings that glitter with a vain 
light and soar above your heads and 
hearts, and you return to your respective 
homes after having dreamed of eating 
and drinking, but with a greater hunger 
and thirst than before. Let us hasten to 
come down, we are all too high. 

My brethren, these are a few remarks 
that I wished to lay before you this 
Sunday morning on a very simple story 
taken from the Screptures. 

I will have more to say on this text, 
for further on we see a man who wishes 
to repair the harm he has done and not 
only to repent of it with tears; this is a 
fine example. Still further on, we see 
men who are astonished that Christ 
should accept a sinner, while letting 
these words fal) from His lips: “He also 
is a son of Abraham.” ; 

I would Iike to explain the meaning 
of these words, but this is all I will 
have to say to you today. 

There are some people of little stature 
who are prevented by the great from see- 
ing the Master pass by. There are others 
who are too low, too vile, and that is 
why the cannot see the Master pass by.- 
There are others who are too high up, 
and that is why they cannot see the 
Master go by. 

Assuredly, in the life of the soul as in 
ordinary life, in the life of the man who 
wishes to live well, or as in the life of 
the painter who seeks to obtain a cor- 
rect view, we must know where to 
stand so as to see things in their true 
light and at their right angle. What 
trouble you take when you want to get 
a good view of the simplest thing, to 
paint the corner of a house or the de- 
tail of a face! This trouble that we take 
should serve as an example and analogy 
when it is a matter of obtaining a good 
view of a far more serious and important 
thing, of the true outline, the faithful 
silhouette of this existence which is. so 
Imporant to each of us, not only fog 
the present time, but for the whole of 
our future. Amen. 


A most unusual] sight was witnessed at 
St. Philip cathedral last Sunday morn- 
ing when Dr. Wilmer introduced a Jew to 
the audience as the speaker of the occa- 
sion.

Jews Need Not Lose Customs. 

After expressing his gratitude at be- 
ing able to speak to the congregation 
as a Christian, he went vigorously into 
the defense of the Christian Jew. Bible 
references, taken mostly from . the 
epistles of St. Paul, were frequently 
taken to establish his argument. He 


could see nothing in the Christian re- 


ligion to prevent the Jews from cele- 
brating their ancient feasts, such as 
the Passover an& the Tabernacles. Amer- 
icans, he said, celebrate the Fourth of 
July as a day of independence, and the 
Passover, he continued, certainly mean 
as much to the Jew as does the Fuurth 
of July to the American. And Amert- 
cans and Canadians, he said, have a day 
of thanksgiving, which is identicai with 
the Jewish feast of the Tabernacles, 
Jews Need Missions.

In His parable of the Good Shepherd 
(Lesson 1), Jesus held the mirror bo 
fore the hierarchy of His day with a 
fearless hand. He showed its mercenary 
spirit. It worked havoc in the highest 
interests of men. It killed in the realm 
of spiritual values: On this dark back- 
ground Jesus projected the ideal of the 
true shepherd. He enters upon His func- 
tion in the appointed way. His life is 
spent in care of the flock. He calleth, 
leadeth, putteth forth, goeth before. 

The Vine (Lesson VI) wag one of tha 
most familar and beautiful of natural 
objects—the king of fruits in Palestine, 
source of wealth, joy, and strength iv 
the people. In every respect it was 
worthy of the dignified and emblematic 
use Jesug made of it. In this allegory 
Jesus asserts His fundamental] relation 
to humanity. He is source of spiritual 
life and fruitfulnes., Abiding in tha 
stock (Jesus) and pruned by the hus- 
Vandman (the Father), the branches (tic 
disciples) live and bear fruit. Apart from 
the stock the branches they wither. Pig. 
urative language could not be used more 
skilfully. 

Jesus’ parables are miracles in word. 
His miracles are parables in deeds. The 
miracle of the raising of Lazarus (Les- 
son IT) is the parable which teaches thai 
the resurrection and immortal fffe are 
not far off abstractions, but that they 
are concreted in an immanent Christ. 
Those who are joined to Him whether 
dead or living (as we use the words: live 
(in the higher meaning which Jesus has;

Mary brought out of her boudoir an Ori- 
ental cruse of alabaster, filled with liqu‘d 
perfume and poured it upon Jesus’ head 
and feet. Mary gave Jesus a momentary 
embalming; He embalmed her forever in 
the incense of His praise. The popular 
ovation wa® on His entry into Jerusalem 
(Lesson IV). It was not a mere pass- 
ing incident—an aceident of His approach 
to the city. Jesus planned this entry, 
designed to make it effective. He wag 
not captured by the multitude; He cap- 
tured it and used it for His purpose. 
The orderly precision of all His move- 
ments indicates this. He openly came to 
His own. The issue was pressed. They 
must accept or reject. The test was 
made in no dark corner -nothing could 
have been more conspicuous. 

Jesus puts a period to His ministry 
with a prayer (Lesson VII), commonly 
callea “the high priestly prayer.” The 
high priest of the old dispensation car- 
ried the twelve tribes upon his bosom 
before the Lord in the twelve precious 
stones which formed his breastplate, The 
high priest of the new dispensation car- 
ried the twelve apostles upon His bosom. 
Jesug stands with the ifttle group of 
men to whom he had made the greatest 
possible revelation, and whom He expects 
in their turn to be revealers of His truth. 
He must needs leave them. If they fail, 
all is lost. He cries to heaven for them, 
that they may be kept and sanctified and 
their unity preserved. 

Two types of character come in sharp- 
est contrast when Jesus appears before 
Pilate for trial. (Lesson VIIl.) Pilate, 
time server, whose ruling motive was to 
keep his place, to do which he would even 
condemn the innocent. Jesus, king in 
the realm of truth, whose subjects are 
fhe lovers of truth. The outcome of 
these two types is significant. Pilate’s 
time serving had small reward. He kept 
office only six years longer. Jesus’ do- 
minion, on the contrary, ever augment- 
ing, has lasted for twenty centuries, and 
extends from sea to sea. 

The proceasion to the cross (lesson IX) 
was the most. pitiful earth has ever seen. 
The evangglists incidentally suggest how 
we should treat that pitiful scene, Their 
quadruple description of the crucifiixion 
is a literary marvel. Though 4 efrculiin- 
stance of transcendent importance, the 
account is surprisingly condensed. Na- 
ture herself drew a vell of darkness 
around the scene. The seven words from 
the cross yield richer gains than any 
morbid spinning out of mere physical 
pains. 

The open tomb (lesson X) was convert- 
ed into a bureau of information for the 
troubled disciples.. White liveried at- 
tendants were there to point them to 
the place were the Lord lay, and to the 
grave clothes, laid in such orderly fash- 
ion as to preclude the idea of a hasty 
and clandestine removal, and to announce 
the blessed truth, “He is risen!” 

Prepared message (lesson XI) always 
comes to prepared person. It was no 
accident that this man had this vision. 
By a long course of schooling, to which 
he submitted intelligently, he became 
singularly open to the divine. By the 
game process he was prepared to sub- 
mit what he received.
